Major gay/bi Latino study seeks 
links between health & heroes

Share YOUR story" 

W ith this theme, researchers at San 
Francisco State University are be¬ 
ginning a major study to look at the 
gay and bisexual Latino community, ac¬ 
tivism, sexual risk behavior, and HIV/AIDS. 

Among the key ideas driving the study is 
the notion of recording the life stories of “he¬ 
roes” who have served in various ways to help 
the queer Latino community deal with HIV 
and health issues. 

The five-year study is titled “2 Comu- 
nidades: El Estudio de la Comunidad Latina 
Gay en Chicago y San Francisco” (2 Com¬ 
munities: A Study of the Gay Latino Com¬ 
munity of Chicago and.San Francisco). It is a 
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research project of the 
University of Illinois at 
Chicago, and is funded 
by the National Insti¬ 
tute of Mental Health. 

According to J. An¬ 
tonio Aguilar, one of 
the San Francisco pro¬ 
ject coordinators, the 
study will begin re¬ 
cruiting in mid-August 
for a pool of 40 self- 
identified gay or bisex¬ 
ual Latino men here. A 
similar number will be 
sought in Chicago. 

Ultimately the 
study will involve 300 
gay and bisexual Latino 
men in each city, who 
will be recruited with 
the help of local com¬ 
munity-based organi¬ 
zations. 

The study will be coordinated locally by 
SFSU’s Center for Community Research, 
whose offices are in the heart of the Mission 
District at 16th and Mission streets. 

Rafael Diaz, Ph.D., director of the center 
and a co-principal investigator, told the Bay 
Area Reporter in an interview that “‘Dos Co- 
munidades’ will be the first-ever study to 
focus on questions of strength and resiliency 
among the gay Latino community.” 

Community groups are crucial, said Diaz, 
who is also a professor at SFSU. “They remain 
the true agents of social change. Through them, 
we plan to document strengths in the commu¬ 
nity, and eventually develop programs.” 

Activism and Freire 

Getting the life stories of local “heroes” or 
key players in community wellness efforts is 
critical, Diaz said, and the first part of the 
study will include interviews with key orga¬ 


nizations and leaders 
“to see how activism 
can lead to liberation.” 

Underpinning the 
study is the work of 
Brazilian educator, ac¬ 
tivist, and philosopher 
Paulo Freire, who devel¬ 
oped a compassionate, 
activist approach to so¬ 
cial change centered on 
what he called the “Ped¬ 
agogy of the Oppressed.” 

Freire, who died in 
1996, left a major legacy 
that has shaped struggles 
for many, Diaz noted at 
a press conference on 
Friday, July 27, held to 
introduce the study. 

Remembrances else¬ 
where of Freire recalled 
his struggle for a world 
that he called in Por¬ 
tuguese “menos feio, menos malvado, menos 
desumano” or less ugly, less cruel, less inhu¬ 
mane. 

“Living from the perspective of love and 
hope, [Freire] also leaves us a legacy of in¬ 
dignation about injustice, which he used to 
say we could not speak about with sugar- 
coated words,” wrote two colleagues at the 
Paulo Freire Institute after his death. 

Community as protection? 

Overall, one of the Dos Comunidades 
study’s main goals is to investigate the pro¬ 
tective effects of community involvement in 
HIV/AIDS-related groups and organizations 
for HIV sexual risk behavior among Latino 
men who identify as gay or bisexual. 

The principal investigator in the study is Dr. 
Jesus Ramirez-Valles of the University of Illi- 
nois-Chicago’s School of Public Health, who is

hannon Minter’s hands trembled 
slightly and a subtle apprehensive 
tone in his 
^ voice betrayed 
that he was no doubt 
fully cognizant that a 
potential ground¬ 
breaking ruling on 
the rights of gay cou¬ 
ples rested on the 
strength or weakness 
of his arguments. 

It was nearly 11:30 
a.m. on Friday, July 
27, in the courtroom 
of San Francisco Su¬ 
perior Court Judge A. James Robertson II. 
Minter, an attorney with the National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights, was representing 
Sharon Smith in the wrongful death lawsuit 
against the caretakers of the two dogs in¬ 
volved in the fatal dog mauling of Smith’s 
partner, Diane Whipple. Smith, her attor¬ 
neys, and a small group of supporters had 
been waiting patiently in the courtroom for 
two hours while the judge heard other cases. 
Now it was their turn. 

Minter clearly and concisely detailed his 
arguments to Robertson. At stake: Robertson’s 
decision whether the wrongful death case 
could go forward despite state law that gives 
that right only to a surviving married spouse. 

Minter told Robertson that gay couples 
are presented with an “insurmountable bar¬ 
rier” to equal protection under the Califor¬ 
nia Constitution. 

“There’s nothing Sharon or Diane could 
have done to get themselves under this 
statute,” Minter argued, referring to the state 
law governing wrongful death lawsuits. 

The dogs’ caretakers, Robert Noel and 
Marjorie Knoller, represented themselves in 
the proceeding through court filings. They did 
not attend the proceeding because it conflict¬ 
ed with a hearing held at the same time in 
criminal court. In court papers, the attorney 
couple argued that the lawsuit was a sham and 
should be thrown out because it violated the 
criteria for who is considered a legal spouse. 

At the conclusion of about 15 minutes of 
arguments, Robertson unceremoniously 
ruled from the bench. 

“Motion to strike overruled,” he declared. 

Robertson instructed Minter to draw up 
the appropriate paperwork and moved on 
to the next case. What followed was an out¬ 
pouring of emotion rarely seen in civil court 
procedural hearings. 

Minter returned to the observer seating 
area. As he glanced at Smith, a look of relief 
and shock gave way to a broad smile. Smith 
stood up in tears and hugged him. 

“This is a remarkable day,” Minter told 
reporters outside the courtroom. “This is the 
first decision of this kind. Not just in Cali¬ 
fornia but anywhere in this country. This is

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Supes OK alternative 
energy ballot measures

O n Monday, July 23, the San 
Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors voted to put two al¬ 
ternative energy measures on the 
November ballot. One proposal, 
put forward by Supervisor Mark 
Leno, asks voters to approve a 
$100 million revenue bond to fi¬ 
nance solar energy technology for 
the city. The second measure, 
sponsored by Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano, 
would give supervisors the au¬ 
thority to approve funding for al¬ 
ternative energy without having to 
put each project on a future bal¬ 
lot. Both proposals passed by a 
wide margin. 

Leno’s bond measure, intro¬ 
duced July Tl, would provide 
funding for the installation of 
photovoltaic (PV) arrays on the 
roofs of city buildings such as 
Moscone Center and the 5th and 
Mission garage, and on city- 
owned property such as the Uni¬ 
versity Mound reservoir and San 
Francisco International Airport. 
The bond would finance the gen¬ 
eration of at least 10 megawatts of 
power, making it the largest solar 
program in the U.S.; Sacramento 
is the current leader at 8 
megawatts. 

“This investment in solar 
power is a significant step toward 
energy self-sufficiency,” said Leno. 
“It will help prevent us from being 
held hostage by out-of-state sup¬ 
pliers and move us toward a clean, 
renewable, and accessible energy 
source that is good for both our 
neighborhoods and the environ¬ 
ment.” 

Under the proposal, city de¬ 
partments would not pay more 
for solar power than they now pay 
for traditional power. Leno em¬ 
phasized that the bond measure 
“will not jeopardize the general 
fund in any way.” 

Efforts to promote local ener¬ 
gy production and the use of al¬ 
ternative generation technologies 
are particularly relevant in light of 
the state’s ongoing energy crisis 
and wildly fluctuating electricity 
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and natural gas prices. Said Leno, 
“Let’s turn this crisis into an op¬ 
portunity for San Francisco to 
lead the way to clean and renew¬ 
able solar power.” 

At a July 18 hearing of the 
board’s Finance Committee, made 
up of Leno, Matt Gonzalez, and 
Aaron Peskin, all of the 30 speak¬ 
ers in the overflow audience 
voiced their support for the pro¬ 
posal. Several warned of the threat 
of global warming, the environ¬ 
mental hazards of oil drilling, and 
the pollution associated with fos-

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National GLBT hotline 
now has SF connection

T he Gay and Lesbian National 
Hotline has begun a local 
service, staffed by San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay Area volunteers, to pro¬ 
vide local knowledge and im¬ 
proved access to Bay Area callers. 
The national hotline was founded 
in 1996 and provides peer coun¬ 
seling, information, and referrals 
on subjects such as coming out, 
self-esteem, HIV risk reduction, 
and relationship issues. 

The local phone line, (415) 
355-0999, is called the GLBT Hot¬ 
line of San Francisco and is an¬ 
swered between 5 and 9 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. It rings at 
the hotline’s San Francisco switch¬ 
board where volunteers not only 
have access to a database of re¬ 
sources, but because they are Bay 
Area residents, they can provide 
local insights and relate first-hand 
experience to area callers. 

“About three-fourths of the 
calls we get involve peer counsel¬ 
ing,” said Brad Becker, executive 
director of the hotline. “Some¬ 
times when they call us, the vol¬ 
unteer is the only openly gay per¬ 
son they have ever talked to. We 
believe that although the Bay Area 
is the most gay-friendly place on 
earth, there are many women and 
men in our area who face the same 
challenges and uncertainties as 
anywhere else. 

“Each volunteer gets about 20 
hours of training over a period of 
four to six weeks,” said Becker. The 
hotline moved its headquarters to 
San Francisco from New York last 
October. “Since opening our San 
Francisco office, we’ve been fortu¬ 
nate to attract more than 40 en¬ 
thusiastic and dedicated volun¬ 
teers. After eight months on the 
phones, they are more than ready 
to lend an ear and help out local-

area residents as well.” 

Author Armistead Maupin has 
been a longtime supporter of the 
hotline and its mission. In a letter 
about the hotline, he relates a 
quote from his novel More Tales of 
the City. His character, Michael 
Tolliver, writes a coming-out let¬ 
ter to his mother in rural Florida. 

“No seasoned homosexual ever 
served as my mentor. But you 
know what? I wish someone had. I 
wish someone older than me and 
wiser than the people in Orlando 
had taken me aside and said 
‘You’re alright kid.’ You can grow 
up to be a doctor, or a teacher just 
like anyone else. You’re not crazy 
or sick or evil. You can succeed 
and be happy and find peace with 
friends - all kinds of friends - who 
don’t give a damn who you go to 
bed with. Most of all, though, you 
can love and be loved, without 
hating yourself for it.” T

Animal cruelty 
at playground

ureka Valley Playground, 100 
|l i Collingxvood, July 29, 1:30 
p.tn.: While children played 
in the Eureka Valley Playground, 
two men chased down three pi¬ 
geons, catching them with their 
hands. They then allegedly 
wrapped rope around their necks 
and hung them to the top bar of 
the children’s swing set. As the pi¬ 
geons tried to fly away, the men 
took sticks and beat them to death 
as a crowd of youngsters watched. 
After the birds were beaten to 
death, the men took them and tied 
them to a fence near the dog run. 
The suspects sat next to their dead 
prey as if displaying hunting tro¬ 
phies, witnesses reported. 

Several residents from Colling- 
wood Street looked out their win¬ 
dows in disbelief and ran down to 
the park, where they confronted 
the men and called 911.

200 block of Church, July 28, 
5:15 p.m.: A man and a woman 
approached a man sleeping on the 
sidewalk and started to rummage 
through his pockets. The man 
suddenly woke up and started to 
struggle with his assailants, telling 
them to leave him alone. One of 
the suspects took out a canister of 
Mace and sprayed the victim in 
the face, causing him to fall to the 
sidewalk. As the man lay in agony, 
the pair continued to search 
through his pockets. Finding 
nothing of value, the two suspects 
walked away, leaving the man on 
the sidewalk. 

Police soon arrived, and a wit¬ 
ness told officers that he had seen 
the suspects turn the corner on 
Church and continue walking 
eastbound on Market. Police 
searched the area and found the 
pair walking on Duboce. 

Booked for conspiracy, at¬ 
tempted robbery, and assault with 


a caustic material were Janelle Kay, 
48, and Barry Tun, 42.

2700 block of Market, July 28, 
1:19 a.m.: A man reported to po¬ 
lice that the night before, his ex- 
boyfriend allegedly broke into his 
house and suddenly ap¬ 
peared in his bedroom. 
The ex forced him out 
of bed by the neck and 
dragged him into the 
living room, pushing 
him into a chair. The 
estranged beau al¬ 
legedly pulled a .45 
caliber handgun 
from his waist and 
told him, “Open 
your mouth.” The 
man refused but his ex pried his 
jaw open with his hands and 
forced the handgun into his 
mouth and then pulled the trig¬ 
ger. The gun “dry fired” as there 
were no bullets in the chamber. 
The suspect threatened, “I’m 
going to get to the bottom of this,” 
and then left the apartment. 

The man told police that he 
didn’t report the incident at the 
time because he didn’t want to get 
his ex into trouble, however, the 
next night the ex allegedly broke 
into his house again and sudden¬ 
ly appeared in his living room.

Migden brings state money to SF programs

nce a g a in, Assemblywoman 
1 j| Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco) brought home 
the bacon from Sacramento this 
year, securing over half a million 
dollars of the state’s annual bud¬ 
get for LGBT projects statewide 
and in San Francisco. 

Migden, who used her muscle 
as chair of the powerful Assembly 
Appropriations Committee to ad¬ 
vocate for the local expenditures, 
saw her efforts pay off last Thurs¬ 
day, July 26, when Governor Gray 
Davis signed the $100 billion fi¬ 


nancial plan that includes funding 
for district-specific needs. 

For San Francisco, this year’s 
state budget includes $100,000 for 
the University of California, San 
Francisco’s Center for Lesbian 
Health Research; $100,000 for the 
Horizons Foundation; and 
$250,000 for the Rainbow Adult 
Community Housing Center. 

UCSF’s Center for Lesbian 
Health Research was formed in 
September 1999 after the Institute 
of Medicine produced a report 
documenting the lack of appro¬ 
priate treatment and care for 
women who are sexual minorities. 
A general lack of research and 


therefore knowledge about lesbian 
health issues has led to prejudice 
and discrimination within the 
medical field, researchers found, 
which translates to a significant 
portion of the population seeking 
less healthcare than their hetero¬ 
sexual counterparts. 

The center is one of the first of 
its kind, and will serve all women 
and transgenders by conducting 
population-appropriate research 
and serving as a data bank for 
other institutions across the world. 
The state budget funds will go to¬ 
ward creating a pilot project to im¬ 
prove healthcare services by focus- 
page 19 ►

C ommunity United Against 
Violence is urging people to 
start coming out - against 
same-gender and all domestic vi¬ 
olence. 

In its fifth annual report, 
CUAV released the latest figures 
on same-gender domestic vio¬ 
lence. Shawna Virago, CUAV’s 
Domestic Violence Survivor Pro¬ 
gram director, said there were 
4,048 reports nationwide in 2000, 
a 30 percent increase over 1999 
partly due to better reporting. 
There were 691 cases of LGBT do¬ 
mestic violence in San Francisco

alone. The report was compiled by 
the National Coalition of Anti-Vi- 
olence Programs, of which CUAV 
is a member. 

In the city, twice as many re¬ 
ports - 434 - came from female 
survivors, versus 204 from male 
survivors and 52 cases involving 
transgenders. CUAV said there 
were 100 cases from bisexual sur¬ 
vivors and 80 from heterosexuals.

In response to the NIH find¬ 
ings, Under One Roof will provide 
the following three events this 
month. All are free and open to 
the public and take place from 11 
a.m. to 1 p.m. at the store, located 
at 549 Castro Street, between 18th 
and 19th streets. 

• Sunday, August 5: Free hear¬ 
ing screenings will be provided by 
Larry Eng, an audiologist from 
Golden Gate Hearing Services. 
Westone will provide free dispos¬ 
able earplugs which help prevent 
damage from loud music and 
noise. Last year the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter ran an extensive series on 
hearing loss as it relates to dance 
clubs, which included the recom¬ 
mendation that people who fre¬ 
quent dance clubs wear earplugs. 

• Sunday, August 12: John L. 
Darby, chair of the administrative 
committee of the California Tele¬ 
phone Access Program and a 
member of the outreach staff of 
CTAP, will demonstrate the free 
special telephone equipment and 
services available to people with 
functional limitations of hearing, 
speech, vision, mobility, and cog¬ 
nition.

No tolerance for DV 

“We are in a national health 
crisis,” whether LGBT or hetero¬ 
sexual, said Virago at a press con¬ 
ference held Tuesday, July 31 to 
unveil the report. “We won’t toler¬ 
ate bashing by strangers on the 
streets, and we won’t tolerate it in 
our homes.” 

Robin Nickel of W.O.M.A.N. 
Inc. said 70 percent of reported 
domestic violence cases came 
from Los Angeles and San Fran¬ 
cisco. That’s partly because Los 
Angeles, with 85 percent of the 
growth in domestic violence re¬ 
ported nationwide, has a state- 
funded program for outreach and 
education. 

The San Francisco Findings 
also drew on efforts by the Asian 
Women’s Shelter. Joy Caneda of 
the shelter said one key approach 
to dealing with domestic violence 
is to create informal gatherings 
which can act as extended fami¬ 
lies, and tailor them to different 
cultures and communities. 

Elena Fiallo of CUAV said that 
in a survey of Bay Area youth, 61 
percent of LGBTQQ youth re¬ 
ported living in an environment 
with domestic violence. 

“It’s not very different from the 
situation with heterosexual 
youth,” Fiallo said, “but when it 
comes to the lack of.services for 
queer youth, and the picture of 
their isolation, it looks very differ¬ 
ent.” 

Susan Breal of District Attor¬ 
ney Terence Hallinan’s office said 
that one option is a relocation 
program to protect same-sex per¬ 
sons who are in danger.

W n’t have state law on her side when 
she filed a wrongful death suit against 
Robert Noel and Marjorie Knoller, the hus¬ 
band and wife caretakers of the two dogs. 
The vicious January 26 attack claimed the 
life of Whipple, who was a popular lacrosse 
coach at St. Mary’s College in Moraga. 
Smith, however, did what many surviving 
spouses do when their husband or wife is 
killed: she filed the wrongful death suit. This 
despite knowing that it would most likely be 
thrown out of court since existing law does¬ 
n’t recognize the right of gay and lesbian 
couples to file such lawsuits. 

Smith, her attorneys, and the gay com¬ 
munity, therefore, were stunned last week 
when San Francisco Superior Court Judge 
A. James Robertson II overruled Noel and 
Knoller’s request for dismissal of the law¬ 
suit, allowing Smith to proceed with the 
civil case. (Noel and Knoller face criminal 
charges in the death of Whipple, and that 
case is also moving forward. Both remain in 
jail on a combined bail of $3 million.) - 

Shannon Minter, a staff attorney with 
the National Center for Lesbian Rights, ar¬ 
gued successfully that Smith should be al¬ 
lowed to move forward with her lawsuit. 
Minter pointed out that under the Califor¬ 
nia Constitution same-sex couples are pre¬ 
sented with what he correctly called an “in¬ 
surmountable barrier” to equal protection. 
Since gay and lesbian couples cannot legal¬ 
ly marry, “there’s nothing Sharon or Diane 
could have done to get themselves under 
this statute,” Minter argued, referring to the 
state law governing wrongful death lawsuits. 
Because of that barrier, dismissing the law¬ 
suit would violate the state Constitution’s 
equal protection clause. 

Robertson agreed with Minter’s argu¬ 
ments and ruled that Smith has the right to 
sue under the California Constitution - a 
huge legal victory for same-sex couples. And 
while the case still has a long way to go and 
Noel has said that he plans to appeal, there’s 


hope that Robertson’s decision will be up¬ 
held. 

Better yet, the entire matter may soon 
become moot if Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden’s AB25 becomes 
law. The bill expands rights for 
domestic partners, including the , 
right to file civil wrongful death 
lawsuits just as surviving spouses 
in a marriage are allowed to do. 

AB25 was recently amended to be 
retroactive to January 1,2001, meaning 
that if Governor Gray Davis 
signs the bill Smith would be 
covered under the law. Cur¬ 
rently, AB25 awaits action in 
the Senate Appropriations Committee. It is 
expected to pass the Democrat-controlled 
Senate and has already passed in the As¬ 
sembly. 


Smith deserves praise for her courage. 
Since Whipple’s horrific death earlier this 
year, Smith has been in the media spotlight 
and has used her heart-rending experience 
to change the law. She has testified nu¬ 
merous times on behalf of AB25, and 
has pushed ahead with the wrongful 
death suit, all the while continuing to 
mourn the tragic death of her long¬ 
time partner. Smith is taking her per¬ 
sonal pain and trying to secure equal 
( rights for us all. The case has been 
reported nationally and in the 
process has focused attention 
on the many rights that are de¬ 
nied to gay and lesbian couples. 

While we know there are still obstacles to 
overcome before Smith’s civil case can pro¬ 
ceed, we look at last week’s ruling as a major 
step forward for equality. T 
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Time to Kelp blacks with AIDS

■P he history of the HIV epidemic in San 
% Francisco has been well documented: 
m the initial fear and confusion among 
the city’s residents; the contentious debates 
over blood banks screening donors and as 
to whether or not to close the city’s bath¬ 
houses; the “stepping up” of the gay com¬ 
munity to develop services (i.e., Shanti) and 
institutions (i.e., the Names Project Quilt) 
in response to the plague. What is not so 
well-documented is the history of the HIV 
epidemic for blacks in San Francisco. One 
could fairly assume that with the plethora 
of expertise and services at San Francisco’s 
disposal, that all communities affected by 
HIV/AIDS would be well served. Unfortu¬ 
nately, that has not been the case. 

As a gay white male, I’ve been faced with 
both the “con” of having my community 
(i.e., the gay community) so overwhelming¬ 
ly devastated by this disease; yet I also real¬ 
ize, and in fact realize more and more each 
day, I also have the “pro” of not having my 
community be as devastated by it as the 
black community has. Fortunately, finally, 
word is slowly getting out regarding the 
continuing, devastating effects AIDS con¬ 
tinues to have on blacks: That more children 
with AIDS in the U.S. are black than all 
other ethnic groups combined. That HIV 
prevalence rates among black transgenders 
in San Francisco have been reported as high 
as 69 percent. That it’s still the leading cause 
of death for black women in the U.S. How 
can anyone be truly proud of a country as 
rich as ours that allows such a thing? 

Fortunately, at least according to the lat¬ 
est rhetoric surrounding the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention’s first announcement regarding 
HIV, a higher percentage of government 
funding that heretofore has simply bypassed 
the black community will now be distrib¬ 


uted to help this overwhelmed, still at-risk, 
and difficult to reach community. Hopeful¬ 
ly, that’s not just the latest sound bite and 
real money will follow this rhetoric. This 
month, in fact, the city AIDS Office will be 
deciding how to distribute some $12 million 
in government funding from local, state, 
and federal sources to provide HIV preven¬ 
tion services in San Francisco. (Full disclo¬ 
sure: I work for the Black Coalition on 
AIDS, and I feel we “deserve” a sizable 
chunk of this money.) As the only 
black AIDS service organization 
serving the entire black community, 
we can have a significant impact on 
this disease in San Francisco. Par¬ 
ticularly from a sense of being able 
to spend the amount of money 
needed to do truly effec¬ 
tive (i.e., culturally appro¬ 
priate) social marketing 
campaigns that address 
some of the underlying social factors that 
contribute to the spread of HIV/AIDS 
among blacks. 

Admittedly, it’s a struggle because the 
black community has been reticent to take 
“ownership” of this disease. Thus, many 
people see how the gay community has been 
willing to take on this issue, compared to 
lack of comparable ownership the black 
community has been willing to take, and 
ask, “Why should we help them when they 
don’t even seem willing to want to help 
themselves?” How about because it’s the 
right thing to do? 

I’m not one of those bitter old men, sit¬ 
ting in a rocker on a porch squawking about 
“the good old days” (at least not yet), but it 
does seem that when I was younger more 
people seemed to, well, actually care about 
“others.” But now? A good example sur¬ 
rounds the discussion from thosTe opposing 
slavery reparations. “Blah, blah, blah, why 
should I be forced to pay for something I 
wasn’t responsible for?” Again, maybe be¬ 


cause it’s the right thing to do? With the 
same specious reasoning, I could demand 
that my taxes not support the military. Or 
schools, since I don’t have kids. The point is, 
I would not make such an unreasonable de¬ 
mand because I expect society at large to 
help shoulder the burden of defending the 
country; I expect society at large to help 
shoulder the burden of educating the next 
generation. However, and apparently some¬ 
what naively, I also expect society at large to 
help shoulder the “burden” of keeping 
everyone a productive and healthy citizen. 

Is the only reason we’re getting 
richer and richer is so that we 
simply can? 

Maybe as a student of histo¬ 
ry, I’m worried about how we’ll 
be perceived. People often 
scorn the comparison be¬ 
tween Rome’s “decadent” 
decline and America’s 
current greed bloodbath. However, it is 
more than a little plausible that “advanced” 
society is not going to look back sympa¬ 
thetically on our delay in providing help to 
a community we (and yes, I mean we) per¬ 
secuted mercilessly for nearly 300 years. 

San Francisco has a golden opportunity 
to be the leader we have been in the past. 
San Francisco can back up all of the recent 
rhetoric surrounding the needs of the black 
community by finally - and significantly - 
committing the funding that truly cultural¬ 
ly competent agencies can use to start hav¬ 
ing an impact on this disease in the com¬ 
munity it’s hitting the hardest. One more 
time: it’s the right thing to do. And, as a so¬ 
ciety, we will all be rewarded. T

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Muni passage denied 

On the afternoon of Sunday, July 29 at about 4 
p.m. while returning from the Dore Alley Fair, I at¬ 
tempted to board an outbound F-line Muni train at a 
platform at Polk and Market streets. I was dressed in 
boots, shorts, and a chest harness of leather. The 
shorts covered as much as a pair of boxers or gym 
shorts. 

As I dropped my quarters into the fare box, the dri¬ 
ver said, “You can’t ride the train dressed like that.” I 
heard the words, but did not make any connection to 
myself. As I took a transfer from his outstretched 
hand, he said it again. This time I made the connec¬ 
tion, but thought that he could not be saying what it 
sounded like, so I said “What?” He repeated the state¬ 
ment a third time and I left the train in shock and sur¬ 
prise. I walked a couple of blocks further up Market 
and boarded a Muni underground train for my home 
in the Castro area without further incident. 

I believe that the driver’s assertion was made with¬ 
out due consideration and indicates discrimination 
which may not be based on Muni’s policies as a whole. 
If the driver was following Muni’s dictates, I request a 
statement to that effect and a quote from the relevant 
document(s). If the driver was acting out of ignorance 
and/or prejudice, I request a formal apology and to 
have a reprimand entered into his records.

Narrow definitions 

There were several points of concern that I want¬ 
ed to address after reading Lin Daniels letter [“Lesbian 
separatist responds,” Mailstrom, July 5']. 

First, I was disturbed by your use of the term 
“woman born woman/female.” Not only is this cate¬ 
gory transphobic, but it’s also a narrow way of de¬ 
scribing a lot of queer LBT women. Both as an ac¬ 
tivist/artist and as the Hate Violence Survivor Pro¬ 
gram director at Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence, I feel it’s really important for folks working to¬ 
ward social justice that women/youth always get to 
make the choice to self identify whenever possible. I 
think it’s critical that there are spaces like the Dyke 
March in which my very diverse queer sisters self 
identify, and we continue spreading the revolution. 
The Dyke March committee is not the gender police. 

I also feel that gender identity, what genitals and/or 
chromosomes some of us have and are born with, 
does not mean someone is essentially male or female. 
In fact, history shows how many of our brothers and 
sisters have been tortured and discriminated against 
by institutions, law enforcement, and individuals be¬ 
cause of constricting, conservative, offensive defini¬ 
tions of gender, and are still being harmed. 

Secondly, I was struck by how on one hand you 
identified yourself as a lesbian feminist separatist, but 
I was concerned that you were not specific about 
identifying your grassroots work for social change 
with communities of color. It’s critical for me as a 
mixed-race Latina lesbian, feminist social justice ac¬ 
tivist, and artist, that I know who my sisters of color 
are, and who are my white allies. However, race and 
ethnicity were pretty absent from your letter. Gener¬ 
alizing terms like “safe space” and “lesbian space” 
often mean very different things to queer, lesbian, bi, 
trans, and dykes without an understanding that the 
space does not repeat oppressive conditions, defini¬ 
tions, rules, and politics many of our sisters and dyke, 
tomboy, butch, and TG brothers face when entering 
space defined as “safe.” 

Thirdly, I feel strongly that feminist dykes, queer, 
bi, and trans women are here and they are at the fore¬ 
front of social change, though the movement may not 
be primarily lesbian feminist separatists at the fore¬ 
front. Throughout San Francisco and the East Bay, 
these lesbi-dyke-bi queer women of color, youth, im¬ 
migrant, artists, social justice activists, and feminists 
are everywhere, still performing, making radical art, 
grassroots organizing, educating, taking up space, etc. 

Internationally, feminist dykes have done ground¬ 
breaking, incredible social change work and continue 



to do so. These women have made it possible for my¬ 
self and many of us to be here. Some of my honorable 
elders continue to teach and learn, as I have commit¬ 
ted to do my whole life. It is imperative that it be the 
responsibility of us all to get educated and continual¬ 
ly re-educate ourselves about what’s going on. How 
else can we continue the alliance and coalition-build¬ 
ing with our allies? I encourage you, Lin, to definitely 
check out what’s happening now with the radical, 
queer, feminist sisters. You have been committed to 
social change work for the past 25 years and it sounds 
like you have done incredible work being at the fore¬ 
front. I hope you will continue working in the social 
justice struggles for feminist dyke liberation and 
therefore revolutionary liberation for us all.

Why so hooked on marriage? 

I fail to understand why we, as a community, seem 
to be so attached to the word “marriage.” As far as I’m 
concerned, let the breeders have it to define their re¬ 
lationships. Our energies would be far better spent 
defining our own relationships and demanding that 
they be legally recognized and granted the same rights 
and protections as heterosexual marriage. 

My significant other of 13 years and I had a bond¬ 
ing ritual when we first got together. When San Fran¬ 
cisco made it an option, we became domestic part¬ 
ners. What our relationship is called is less impor¬ 
tant than our commitment to each other. 

What we need now are the same rights and 
I benefits legally granted to heterosexual 
couples.

Middle East conflict 

Contrary to Mikeal Levi’s letter in the July 26 issue, 
one hardly need “journey back in time a thousand 
years or more” to understand a conflict a little over 
one hundred years old between the Palestinian Arabs 
and the Zionist movement (and later the state of Is¬ 
rael). First, the Palestinian “right of return” is not “al¬ 
leged”, but recognized under U.N. 194, which Levi 
cites. The resolution has been reaffirmed numerous 
times by the U.N., and Israel remains out of compli¬ 
ance. Levi fails to mention that Israel was accepted as 
a U.N. member only because Israel’s leadership agreed 
to allow refugees to return. This is noted in U.N. 273, 
which admitted Israel to the U.N. 

Whether one agrees or not, one should at least un¬ 
derstand why Palestinians are generally not in favor 
of Israel as a Zionist state, as Israel allows any Jew in 
the world the right to citizenship while denying the 
same right to the Arab population expelled in 1947- 
48. Unfortunately, Mr. Levi does not mention that 
refugees who do wish to “live in peace” cannot return 
to their homes. 

Further, following the 1967 war, Israel illegally oc¬ 
cupied the remainder of Palestine and to this day con¬ 
tinues to allow the settlement of its citizens into that 


territory (in open violation of the Geneva Conven¬ 
tions), maintains an extensive military presence 
throughout the West Bank and Gaza, razes agricul¬ 
tural land, demolishes homes, and steals water. Given 
these circumstances, it is somewhat surprising Levi 
would criticize the Palestinians for their unwillingness 
to “live in peace” with their occupier. 

However, were Israel to allow displaced Palestini¬ 
ans to return to Israel as citizens, the Palestinians 
would find themselves with the same second-class cit¬ 
izenship granted to the current 18 percent of the pop¬ 
ulation defined as “non-Jews” under Israeli law. They 
would be denied the right to own or lease land (the 
vast majority of which is held exclusively for Jews), re¬ 
ceive grossly unequal access to state resources, and 
have their village lands expropriated by the govern¬ 
ment (Umm al-Fahm being an infamous case in 
point). 

The question then is not about Israel’s “existence,” 
as Levi suggests, but about whether Israel wishes to be 
a state privileging Jews at the expense of others, or a 
state that grants full equal rights to both Jews and 
Palestinian-Arabs. It cannot remain the former forev¬ 
er and expect to “live in peace” with those it discrim¬ 
inates against, any more than the U.S. could expect a 
peaceful citizenry were it to define its minority pop¬ 
ulations as “non-white” or “non-Christian,” and 
passed laws accordingly. 

Considering how the GLBT community feels 
about being denied equal rights in the United States, 

I believe U.S. financial sponsorship of Israel, or of any 
human rights violator, should be of concern to our 
community. I am in favor of denying aid to countries 
which oppress minorities, GLBT or not, including Is¬ 
rael and countries like Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 

I encourage readers interested in the Israeli-Arab 
conflict to explore the work of Israeli historians such 
as Ilan Pappe, Simha Flapan, Tom Segev, or Avi 
Shlaim, who have made extensive use of Israel’s 
archives to document the history of the conflict far 
better than Mikeal Levi or myself. The Institute for 
Palestine Studies is likewise a valuable resource. In ad¬ 
dition, Amnesty International, Human Rights Watch, 
Bat Shalom, B’Tselem, the Palestinian Society for the 
Protection of Human Rights and the Environment, 
and other Palestinian and Israeli human rights orga¬ 
nizations can offer a better assessment of the current 
situation than what passes for news in the United 
States.

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Shelley now favored 
in Democratic primary

jf hen Southern California 
Assemblyman Tony Car¬ 
denas unexpectedly 
withdrew last week as a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination 
for California secretary of state, 
the political fortunes of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s termed-out Assemblyman 
Kevin Shelley immediately went 
up considerably.

Shelley, who represents the 
city’s 12th District and is the As¬ 
sembly majority leader, is already 
considered a strong candidate for 
the secretary of state nomination 
in next March’s Democratic pri¬ 
mary, but the withdrawal of Car¬ 
denas leaves Shelley as the only 
male candidate in the race, against 
two women candidates, both with 
well-known names. 

Shelley will face Michela 
Alioto, the 1998 candidate for that 
office (she lost to the GOP nomi¬ 
nee by only 75,000 votes) and for¬ 
mer Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu, who held the office for 
20 years before retiring from the 
position several years ago. 

The current California secre¬ 
tary of state is Bill Jones, a Re¬ 
publican, who is seeking his 
party’s nomination for governor 
next year. 

Shelley has the all-important 
endorsements of both California’s 
U.S. Senators Dianne Feinstein 
and Barbara Boxer, and report¬ 
edly will have the support of Gov¬ 
ernor Gray Davis, Lieutenant 
Governor Cruz Bustamante and 
other top Democratic leaders. 

Shelley is a native San Francis¬ 
can, a former member of the 
county Board of Supervisors, and 
is the son of the late former San 
Francisco mayor, John Shelley. 
Cardenas, who is also termed out 
of the Assembly, withdrew from 
the secretary of state race to run 
for a seat on the Los Angeles City 
Council. Cardenas was unknown 
in the northern part of the state, 
but was introduced to many San 
Francisco voters when he rode in 
the June Pride Parade with As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden, 
despite the fact that Migden had 
already given her endorsement to 
Shelley, her S.F. colleague. 

Politics and people 

Still a lot of talk around City 
Hall about Supervisor Chris 
Daly’s embarrassing temper 
tantrum during last week’s vote 
on the city budget. Daly, up for re- 
election to his 6th District seat 
next year, reportedly has potential 


opponents lining up to take him 
on, and a couple of his colleagues 
say that the guy had better “grow 
up” and stop using the “young and 
idealistic” excuse for his childish 
outbursts. One supe, usually 
thought of as an ally, told me that 
“When I grew up you were con¬ 
sidered a man at 18; you couldn’t 
still use the ‘kid’ excuse at 28.” No 
doubt about it, Supervisor Daly’s 
frequent outbursts remind some 
people of the crop of supervisors 
that district elections brought 
back in the 1970s. 

Washington, D.C. insiders 
say that the U.S. attorney 
for San Francisco, 

Robert Mueller, will be 
confirmed as FBI direc¬ 
tor, probably unani¬ 
mously. 

South Bay sources 
tell me that former 
Mayor Tom 
McEnery, one 
of San Jose’s 
most popular 
mayors, will take on incumbent 
Mayor Ron Gonzales next year. 

Locally, both Police Commis¬ 
sioner Dennis Herrera and Dis¬ 
trict 13 Assembly candidate Mark 
Leno are picking up important 
endorsements in their separate 
races. 

And I’m told that our own Rep¬ 
resentative Nancy Pelosi is most 
assuredly on the fast track to best 
Representative Steny Hoyer (D- 
Maryland) to become the next De¬ 
mocratic minority whip in the 
House. The move would make 
Pelosi the highest-ranking female 
House member. Representative 
David Bonior (D-Michigan), the 
current Demo minority whip in the 
House, will soon give up the post to 
run for governor of Michigan. 

Meanwhile, Washington insid¬ 
ers say that U.S. Senator John 
Kerry (D-Massachusetts) is al¬ 
ready far ahead of other 2004 De¬ 
mocratic presidential possibilities 
(except, perhaps, Al Gore). Kerry, 
a pro-gay senator, is married to 
the multimillionaire widow of the 
late U.S. Senator John Heinz and 
is said to be already hiring staff. 
He also has made the obligatory 
trip (twice so far) to the first-in- 
the-nation primary state of New 
Hampshire, and is slated to ad¬ 
dress the AFL-CIO convention 
there in October. 

New York’s junior senator, 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, made a 
slip recently during a speech to the 
National Press Club. Responding 
to a query about a possible run for 
the presidency, Clinton replied: 
“No, I have said that I’m not run¬ 
ning and I’m having a great time 
being presi—, being a first-time 
senator.” A possible Kerry-Clinton 
ticket in 2004? Hell, I could live 
with that - it beats Bush-Cheney 
(or is it Cheney-Bush?) 

And speaking of former first 
ladies, there’s the interview that 
Betty Ford gave recently when 
she sniped at veep Dick Cheney, a 
fellow Republican, and defended 
Governor Gray Davis, former 
Governor Pete Wilson, and the 
state Legislature that started the 
energy mess with deregulation 
back in 1996. Ford, upon hearing 
that Cheney complained about the 
excessive electric bills at the veep’s 
mansion, said: “I really chuckled at 
that because he hasn’t been very 
sympathetic to California’s energy, 
problems.” As for blaming Davis 
for the state’s energy crisis, Ford 
suggested that perhaps it was Wil-

son who was really to blame. Ford 
suggested that Davis was unfairly 
being blamed: “I think most ad¬ 
ministrations get the blame for 
what went on before them.” 

To the reader who called pre¬ 
dicting that U.S. Representative 
Gary Condit would ride it out 
and be in office “for years to 
come”: Wanna bet a lunch on 
that? A poll done last week by the 
San Jose Mercury News showed 
that nearly 60 percent of the vot¬ 
ers in Condit’s 18th District said 
they will not vote for him if he 
runs in 2002; he won re- 
election with 67 per¬ 
cent of the vote in 
2000. 

In Boston, Massa¬ 
chusetts, gay and mi¬ 
nority firefighters say 
racist, sexist, and ho¬ 
mophobic treatment in 
that city’s 
1,600-mem¬ 
ber depart- 
ment is going 
totally unchecked, causing some 
to be fearful for their jobs. They 
have asked the mayor and other 
city officials to look into the mat¬ 
ter. Five hundred of the city’s fire¬ 
fighters are minorities, and only 
18 are women. 

Okay, single women and gay 
men who make up the most of 

George Stephanopoulos’s fan 

club can give it up - the guy is get¬ 
ting married in November to ac¬ 
tress Alexandra Wentworth; yes, 
George, the pretty boy -wonder of 
the early Clinton years, who is 
now reportedly pulling down mil¬ 
lions annually at ABC, is giving up 
the single life. 

Senator Joseph Lieberman 

(D-Connecticut), the 2000 Demo¬ 
cratic veep nominee, is developing 
his own version of legislation 
passed last week by the Republi¬ 
can-controlled House of Repre¬ 
sentatives that would expand fed¬ 
eral funds for religious charities. ' 
Lieberman and Senate Majority 
Leader Tom Daschle (D-South 
Dakota) fear that the bill passed 
by the House and favored by the 
Bush administration would allow 
for discrimination against gays, 
lesbians, and others 

Meanwhile, Capitol Hill prog¬ 
nosticators are quietly predicting 
that Dubya will eventually take 
the lead (demand?)from Pope 
John Paul II and reject the use of 
human embryo stem cells for sci¬ 
entific research.

Scrap Bush’s 
faith-based bill

] 


hen the Washington Post 
exposed the shady White 
House-Salvation Army 
deal to boost Bush’s “faith-based 
initiative,” major newspapers de¬ 
cried the well-known charity’s 
anti-gay bigotry. But HR 7, the bill 
to increase federal funding to 
faith-based charities that was 
passed by the House on July 19, 
could still permit anti-gay work¬ 
place discrimination by religious 
institutions. Gay and straight 
Americans alike should call on the 
Senate either to amend or scrap 
the bill. 

Ever since Bush first talked 
about giving federal money to reli¬ 
gious groups, activists and politi¬ 
cians have expressed concern that 
the plan would compromise the 
separation of church and state. Al¬ 
though many religious groups 
might not use taxpayer funds 
to discriminate, the federal 
government can’t possibly 
monitor every single reli¬ 
gious-run social service pro¬ 
gram for discriminatory 
practices. Homosexuality is 
still viewed as a sin by 
many religious sects, 
and it’s unclear what 
would stop 
fundamental¬ 
ist groups __ 

from using 

government funds to deny lesbians 
and gay men employment. 

Some in our community might 
wonder why it’s important that 
lesbians and gay men be able to 
work for religious charities in the 
first place. Consider that many 
lesbians and gay men are deeply 
religious and might find it fulfill¬ 
ing to work for a social service 
program that is religiously affiliat¬ 
ed. Too often, homophobic reli¬ 
gious leaders assume that lesbians 
and gay men are “godless” and 
don’t share their values and be¬ 
liefs. But in fact, many gay people 
of faith agree with their religious 
leaders on almost everything ex¬ 
cept homosexuality. 

Consider, too, the case of Alicia 
Pedreira, who in 1998 was recruit¬ 
ed for a job as a clinical therapist 
at the Kentucky Baptist Homes for 
Children. It was an attractive offer; 
the boss was a respected clinician, 
the position paid well, and she 
would have had an opportunity to 
work with teenagers, a profession¬ 
al goal of hers. But Pedreira had 
another consideration: She’s a les¬ 
bian, and the Southern Baptist 
Church is notoriously anti-gay. 
When she came out in her inter¬ 
view, the supervisor advised her 
simply to keep quiet about her sex¬ 
ual orientation. However, when 
higher-ups found out she was gay, 
she was fired, and she had no legal 
recourse. 

That’s because lesbians and gay 
men still have no national non¬ 
discrimination law to protect 
them in the workplace, even 
though about three-quarters of all 
Americans believe that anti-gay 
discrimination in employment is 
wrong. According to the Human 
Rights Campaign, even in the 
South, arguably the country’s 
most conservative region, almost 
two-thirds of voters are against 
workplace discrimination. At the 
same time, over half of Americans 
mistakenly believe that federal law 
protects gay employees. 

Thanks to the hard work of les- 
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Lesbian Notions 


bian and gay activists, there are 
now 12 states and about 200 
counties and municipalities offer¬ 
ing some form of employment 
protection to gay people. As a re¬ 
sult of Alicia Pedreira’s expe¬ 
rience, which received a lot 
of media coverage, two 
Kentucky cities and one 
county passed gay-rights laws. 
The failed Salvation 
Army deal seems especial¬ 
ly tawdry because it in¬ 
cluded a quid pro quo 
that would have affected 
all those 

hard-won 
local and 
state ordi¬ 
nances, which were designed to 
make up for the lack of a federal 
gay-rights law. The Salvation 
Army agreed to spend hundreds 
of thousands of dollars promoting 
Bush’s faith-based initiatives while 
the White House in turn would 
issue a regulation exempting reli¬ 
gious charities from abiding by 
local gay-rights ordinances and 
withholding federal money from 
cities and states that tried to make 
the charities adhere to them. 

It’s not surprising that the 
“compassionate” Bush adminis¬ 
tration rushed to distance itself 
from the deal, making the Salva¬ 
tion Army look as low-down and 
mean-spirited as the Boy Scouts. 
Many mainstream media reports 
then incorrectly suggested that, 
because the scandal was exposed, 
the problem of anti-gay discrimi¬ 
nation under the faith-based ini¬ 
tiatives had been nipped in the 


bud. Now letters from readers ap¬ 
palled by the Salvation Army’s du¬ 
plicity appear on editorial pages 
across the country. 

I’m glad that the Salvation 
Army has finally been caught with 
its prejudice showing, since there 
have been stories about its bigotry 
circulating in the lesbian and gay 
community for more than a 
decade. But so much focus on one 
anti-gay religious institution has 
detracted from the threat to gay 
rights that still exists in the form 
of the recently passed HR 7. The 
mainstream media are still not re¬ 
porting that continuing threat as 
widely as they should. 

One section of the bill, for ex¬ 
ample, states that a religious orga¬ 
nization administering a federally 
funded program has “the right to 
retain its autonomy from federal, 
state and local governments.” This 
and other passages suggest that 
federal law might actually over¬ 
ride local and state gay-rights 
laws, and some Republicans have 
confirmed that it would indeed. 

Both Democratic and Republi¬ 
can efforts to alter the wording of 
the bill met with defeat in the 
House. Clearly, the Senate must 
come up with a solution that 
won’t write further discrimination 
against lesbians and gay men into 
federal law. ▼

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How did gays and 
lesbians lose official 
status at the U.N.?

July 30 ,1993 (eight years ago 
this week): A United Nations 
council votes to give consultative 
status to the International Lesbian 
and Gay Association. 

t il If hen the International 
mm Lesbian and Gay Associa- 
W W tion received consultative 
status at the United Nations in 
1993, it seemed cause for celebra¬ 
tion. For the first time, gays and 
lesbians would have an official 
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Nations," Washington 
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voice among the nations of the 
world. 

But the joy was short-lived. 
Soon homophobic groups in the 
United States were saying that 
ILGA promoted pedophilia. These 
charges resulted not only in 
ILGA losing its status at the 
U.N.; they nearly tore the 
group apart. 

Founded in 1978 and 
based in Brussels, ILGA is 
an umbrella association com¬ 
prising more than 350 gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender organiza¬ 
tions from all over the 
world. Among other 
activities, ILGA organizes region¬ 
al conferences for activists and 
lobbies governments and interna¬ 
tional agencies on gay-rights is¬ 
sues. Its membership represents 
an immense range of concerns, 
from lesbian sports groups, to 
struggling gay organizations in 
Africa, to the International Gay 
and Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission. 

It would seem logical that 
ILGA should have consultative 
status with the Economic and So¬ 
cial Council (ECOSOC), the prin¬ 
cipal U.N. body responsible for 
promoting human rights. More 
than 2,000 non-governmental or¬ 


ganizations (NGOs) enjoy such 
status, including such groups as 
the Salvation Army, the Nature 
Conservancy, and the Federation 
of European Motorcyclists. Con¬ 
sultative status allows these orga¬ 
nizations to submit reports to 
ECOSOC and participate in 
its conferences. But until 
1993, there had been no 
NGO that specifically rep¬ 
resented sexual minori¬ 
ties. 

ILGA first applied for 
consultative status in 
1990, but it wasn’t 
until March 1993 
that the Committee 
on Non-Governmental Organiza¬ 
tions recommended the applica¬ 
tion be approved - over strenuous 
objections from Muslim delegates. 

When the matter came up at 
ECOSOC’s meeting in Geneva on 
July 30, 1993, feelings were so 
heated the council departed from 
its usual consensus procedure and 
called for a roll-call vote. Twenty- 
two countries, including the Unit¬ 
ed States, voted in favor of ILGA’s 
accreditation; four countries - 
Syria, Malaysia, Swaziland, and 
Togo - opposed it. Cuba’s favor¬ 
able vote was S surprise; its dele¬ 
gates said Cuba had “learned from

NCSF, activists discuss 
sexual freedom issues

HI dozen local activists met 
JHK Saturday, July 28, with 
ilm Melinda Chateauvert of the 
National Coalition for Sexual 
Freedom to discuss local and na¬ 
tional issues related to sexual civil 
liberties. The San Francisco meet¬ 
ing was one of several NCSF is 
hosting around the country this 
summer to discuss strategies and 
obtain local community input on 
the best ways to advance sexual 
rights and freedoms. Chateauvert 
said the organization wants to be 
“responsive to local needs, not just 
D.C.-based”- although the group 
recently moved into its first office 
space in Washington, D.C.’s 
Dupont Circle. 

NCSF is best known for its 
work with the BDSM/leather/ 
fetish community, but is seeking 
to broaden its scope to address is¬ 
sues concerning the right of all 
sexual minorities to engage in 
consensual adult activity. The or¬ 
ganization often finds itself re¬ 
sponding to crisis situations - 
BDSM party busts, arrests of pro¬ 
fessional dominants, attempts to 
close community spaces, and neg¬ 
ative references to BDSM in the 
media - but Chateauvert said it is 
eager to engage in more “proactive 
sex activism.” The organization 
has undergone a “major reorgani¬ 
zation,” she said, and is putting in 
place a new “more democratic” 
structure, an expanded role for in¬ 
dividual members, an annual 
membership meeting, and mem¬ 
ber election of board delegates. 

Saturday’s meeting joined 
members of the gay male, lesbian, 
and heterosexual BDSM/leather 
communities, including acade¬ 
mics, authors, health care 
providers, and event organizers. 

So-called liberal San Francisco 
is relatively free from some of the 
types of repression faced by mem¬ 
bers of the BDSM community in 
less enlightened parts of the coun¬ 
try, who often approach NCSF 
when they face losing custody of 
their children or being fired from 
their jobs because they engage in 
sadomasochism. But the local gay 
male community faces its own is¬ 
sues, participants noted, including 
raids of sex parties, periodic 
crackdowns on outdoor cruising, 
and the lack of bathhouses and 
other public sex venues that per¬ 
mit closed rooms. 

San Francisco is also unique in 
that the measures some queer 
men see as repressive come, not 
from heterosexual officials, but 
from other gay men and lesbians 
within the government and pub¬ 
lic health establishments. Due to 
the GLBT community’s thorough 
integration into local politics, 
controversies here less often re¬ 
flect an “us against them” battle 
with conservative heterosexuals, 
and more often signal real differ¬ 
ences of opinion within the com¬ 
munity. 

Said author and activist Eric 
Rofes, “The S.F. scene isn’t about 
homophobes restricting sex, it’s 
gay people in the system who have 
power.” 

Community historian Gayle 
Rubin pointed out that enforce¬ 
ment of sex-related laws is often 
unpredictable, random, and 
somewhat accidental. Such laws 
vary widely from city to city and 
state to state, as does their likeli¬ 
hood of being enforced. Although 


some sex laws are rarely enforced, 
their continued existence on the 
books poses the risk of their use 
should the political climate 
change. 

Dr. Charles Moser spoke of his 
efforts to have paraphilias (fetish¬ 
es and non-normative sexual de¬ 
sires and practices) removed from 
the American Psychiatric Associa¬ 
tion’s Diagnostic and Statistical 
Manual of Mental Disorders. Ho¬ 
mosexuality was removed as a dis¬ 
order in 1973, and changes in 
1994 classified sexual sadism, ex¬ 
hibitionism, and other practices as 
disorders only if they “cause clin¬ 
ically significant distress or im¬ 
pairment in social, occupational, 
or other important areas of func¬ 
tioning.” The continued listing of 
such practices in the manual has, 
however, been used as ammuni¬ 
tion for law enforcement actions. 

Proactive 
outreach needed 

Author Jay Wiseman, who 
gives presentations on BDSM to 
college human sexuality classes 
and other audiences, encouraged 
NCSF to focus on “proactive edu¬ 
cational outreach.” Noting the dif¬ 
ficulty of “teaching a jury from 
scratch” when a sex-related issue 
goes to trial, Wiseman suggested 
that the community could get the 
“most bang for the buck” by edu¬ 
cating psychologists, social work¬ 
ers, law enforcement and legal 
professionals, the press, and oth¬ 
ers. 

Addressing recent controver¬ 
sies such as the sexual affairs of 
politicians and the outing of local 
barebackers, Rofes said that the 
country is at a “contradictory mo¬ 
ment” regarding sex issues. On 
one hand, the U.S. has made 
“tremendous strides” in people’s 
understanding and acceptance of 
sexual variations and women’s 
sexual agency (as shown by the 
popularity of the TV show Sex 
and the City). But at the same 
time, the idea that people are enti¬ 
tled to privacy is “collapsing.” He 
suggested that when someone is 
exposed for engaging in stigma¬ 
tized sexual behavior, masses of 
people should come out and say, 
“Me too!” 

Rubin was less optimistic, not¬ 
ing that the Nazi period in Ger¬ 
many followed a period of ex¬ 
panded sexual liberation. She said 
that times of polarized attitudes 
are especially dangerous, since 


“things can go either way.” There 
are serious signs of sexual repres¬ 
sion in the U.S. today, she said, in 
particular “sexual predator” laws 
that are used to confine people in¬ 
definitely in mental institutions or 
special facilities even after their 
prison sentences are served. Reg¬ 
istration and confinement regula¬ 
tions are on the whole harsher for 
sex offenders than for murderers. 
Qf special concern is the branding 
of very young children as “sexual 
predators” for engaging in sexual 
play with peers that would have 
been considered normal in 
decades past. 

The issue of child pornography 
is also a ripe area for repression, as 
exemplified by a recent case in 
which a man was sentenced to in¬ 
definite confinement for writing 
about sex with children in his pri¬ 
vate journal. The issue of child 
sexuality - especially intergenera- 
tional sex - is an explosive one for 
all communities, but has used to 
demonize gay men in particular. 
Moser noted that the hysteria over 
child sexuality in recent years has 
led to a generation of children 
who are not touched and learn 
only about abstinence and the 
dangers of sex. Participants agreed 
that NCSF would eventually - no 
matter how difficult - have to deal 
with child sex issues. 

“The political costs of taking a 
position on age issues is high, but 
the cost of not addressing them is 
equally high,” Rubin said. 

Rubin emphasized that any 
credible sexual freedom organiza¬ 
tion must “at a minimum” sup¬ 
port decriminalization of obscen¬ 
ity, prostitution, and sodomy. 

Discussions within GLBT, 
BDSM/leather, and other sex-pos¬ 
itive communities about how to 
speak to the mainstream are noth¬ 
ing new. There is an ongoing de¬ 
bate between those who want to 
show that sexual minorities are 
“just like everybody else” - even if 
it means disavowing some of the 
community’s more “edgy” or con¬ 
troversial members or practices - 
and those who express pride and 
delight in their differences. 
Chateauvert said the NCSF is 
looking to craft public messages 
that appeal to liberals and conser¬ 
vatives alike: promotion of choice 
and privacy, the hypocrisy of se¬ 
lective enforcement, and the 
money wasted in prosecuting sex- 
related cases while schools and 
other services go unfunded. ▼ 
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Senate Judiciary 
Committee moves 
hate crimes legislation

T he Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee passed gay-inclusive 
hate crimes legislation by a 
12-7 vote last Thursday, July 26. 
The measure is officially known as 
the Local Law Enforcement En¬ 
hancement Act (S 625). It adds 
coverage of sex, sexual orientation, 
and disability for the first time. 

The main sponsors are Sena¬ 
tors Gordon Smith (R-Oregon), 
Ted Kennedy (D-Massachusetts), 
and Arlen Specter (R-Pennsylva- 
nia). Two Republicans on the 
committee, Specter and Senator 
Michael DeWine (R-Ohio), joined 
all of the Democrats in voting for 
the measure. Kennedy called hate 
crimes “modern-day lynchings” 
that “have no place in modern- 
day America.” 

Senator Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) 
led opposition to the measure. He 
argued against expanding federal 
jurisdiction into an area that tradi¬ 
tionally has been the responsibility 
of the states. He was particularly 
concerned with adding the catego¬ 
ry of sex, fearing that the bill would 
make “every rape, every domestic 
assault” a potential federal crime. 

It is this expansion of federal 
authority that led the American 


Bar Association to oppose similar 
legislation in the past. 

Hatch proposed an alternative 
measure that would allow federal 
law enforcement authorities to as¬ 
sist local authorities who ask for 
assistance with hate crimes cases. 
He would study the situation to 
see if hate crimes based on sexual 
orientation are handled different¬ 
ly in different jurisdictions. If that 
proves to be the case, then he 
would support federal interven¬ 
tion to guarantee equal treatment 
under the law. Hatch’s alternative 
was defeated on a vote of 7-12. 

“We are extraordinarily grate¬ 
ful that the committee acted deci¬ 
sively and that the full Senate will 
now get a fair chance to vote on 
this bipartisan bill,” said Winnie 
Stachelberg, political director of 
the Human Rights Campaign. The 
group has made the legislation 
one of its highest priorities. 

A similar hate crimes measure 
was offered as an amendment to 
other legislation last year and 
passed the Senate by a vote of 57- 
42. That type of maneuvering will 
not be necessary with the Senate 
now under Democratic control. 
Passage seems likely, perhaps by a 
wider margin. 

However, the House Republi¬ 
can leadership says it has no in-

tention of bringing hate crimes 
legislation to a vote in this Con¬ 
gress. Stachelberg contends that 
the measure would pass by a com¬ 
fortable margin. She points to a 
232 to 191 vote last year on a non¬ 
binding resolution to accept the 
Senate amendment on hate 
crimes. Opposition from people 
like Representative Tom DeLay 
(R-Texas), however, scuttled the 
measure in conference. 

When he was governor, George 
W. Bush worked behind the scenes 
to derail hate crimes legislation in 
the Texas Legislature. It passed 
earlier this year and was quickly 
signed into law by his successor, 
Governor Rick Perry. The Bush 
administration has not taken a 
position on this particular piece of 
legislation. 

Some social conservatives were 
generally critical of the bill. Noted 
homophobe Robert Knight said in 
a written release that the legisla¬ 
tion was prosecution for “thought 
crimes,” a criticism shared by 
some on the ideological left, and a 
violation of equal protection. 

Knight added, “We believe that 
a grandmother walking down the 
street should have at least as much 
protection under the law as a ho¬ 
mosexual who is leaving a ‘gay’ 
bar.” T

A star-studded political line¬ 
up of lead sponsors from 
both houses of Congress 
staged a lovefest for reintroduc¬ 
tion of the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act of 2001 at a news 
conference on Tuesday, July 31. 
The Human Rights Campaign has 
made passage one of its top prior¬ 
ities. 

The measure would prohibit 
job discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation. It is a slightly 
modified version of legislation in¬ 
troduced in past sessions. Some 40 
members of the Senate and 180 
members of the House already 
have signed on as cosponsors. 

“Thomas Jefferson articulated 
the self-evident truth that all of us 
are created equal and endowed by 
our Creator with the inalienable 
rights to life, liberty, and the pur¬ 
suit of happiness,” said Senator Joe 
Lieberman (D-Connecticut). 

This bill “would extend the 
bedrock American values of fair¬ 
ness and equality to a group of 
our fellow citizens who too often 
have been denied the benefit of 
those founding principles,” he 
added. Lieberman called ENDA “a 
statement of both common sense 
and of common values.” 

“This is something we should 
have passed a long time ago; there 
is simply no reason in 21st centu¬ 
ry America to have discrimination

in employment based on race, re¬ 
ligion, creed, sexual orientation, 
or any other reason,” said Senator 
Arlen Specter (R-Pennsylvania). 
He had slipped out of a confirma¬ 
tion hearing on Robert S. Mueller 
III to be director of the FBI to at¬ 
tend the news conference. 

“Civil rights is the unfinished 
business of the nation,” said Sena¬ 
tor Ted Kennedy (D-Massachu- 
setts). He called ENDA’s provi¬ 
sions “straightforward and limit¬ 
ed.” He took care to point out, “It 
does not require employers to 
provide domestic partnership 
benefits, and it does not apply to 
the armed forces or to religious 
organizations. It also prohibits the 
use of quotas and preferential 
treatment.” 

Representative Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts), said he took 
comfort in two things; polling 
data showing that the America 
people strongly support the con¬ 
cept, and “the extent to which our 
opponents lie about it.” 

As if on cue, the extreme group 
Concerned Women for America 
released a statement that began: 
“Led by Senator James Jeffords, a 
group of left-wing senators rein¬ 
troduced [ENDA], a bill designed 
to give homosexual pressure 
groups enormous power in the 
workplace.” 

Frank refuted lies raised by the 
far right. He said, “The bill explic¬ 
itly disavows affirmative action.” 
Conspiratorial talk of a “hidden 
agenda” with the legislation was 
dismissed with a quotation: 
“Hypocrisy is the tribute that vice 
pays to virtue.” Reactionaries try 
to make the bill something it is 
not. 

The Republican Party “often 
has been accused of being with big 
business,” said Representative 
Mark Foley (R-Florida). He want¬ 
ed to encourage that thought, be¬ 
cause 266 of the Fortune 500 
largest companies have enacted 
this anti-discrimination protec¬ 
tion for their employees. “The 
bottom line of their company is 
based on the skill, and ability, and 
quality of their workers, not who 
their workers sleep with. 

“I think it is time for Congress 
to wake up to reality,” Foley said. 
Politicians depend upon their staff 
for work and sound advice, “and 
often that advice comes from 
wonderful gays and lesbians here 
in this Capitol.” He called for 
quick passage of the bill. 

Jeffords (I-Vermont) noted 
that he has been “a leading propo¬ 
nent of this legislation for some 
years. I believe we are finally going 
to get it done.” He also pointed 
out that his support makes it “tri¬ 
partisan.” 

Jeffords spoke of the late Rep¬ 
resentative Bella Abzug (D-New 
York) who introduced the first gay 
civil rights bill in Congress in 
1975, the year that Jeffords en¬ 
tered Congress. He said the legis¬ 
lation “does not create any special 
rights, it simply protects the rights 
that should belong to every Amer¬ 
ican, the right to be free from dis¬ 
crimination at work.” 

“As Americans we have made 
remarkable steps combating dis¬ 
crimination based on people’s 
faiths and the color of their skin,” 
said Representative Ellen Tauscher 
(D-California). “Now it is time we 
take another important step, a 
long-awaited step, to end discrim¬ 
ination based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion.”

“Barry Goldwater said there 
was no gay exemption in the right 
to life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness,” began Representative 
Christopher Shays (R-Connecti- 
cut). “Job discrimination against 
gays or anyone else is contrary to 
each of these founding princi¬ 
ples.” 

Shays spoke of visiting Arling¬ 
ton National Cemetery and the 
Vietnam Veteran’s Memorial. “On 
that wall and in those graves are 
men, and some women, who had 
different religions, different ethnic 
backgrounds, different nationali¬ 
ties, different races, different sexu¬ 
al orientations. And they gave 
their lives for this country.” 

Counting votes 

Kennedy said that with the 
change in leadership in the Senate, 
the priorities have changed. He 
has “every expectation” that the 
measure will come to a vote in 
that chamber this year. The out¬ 
look is much less clear in the 
House. While most are confident 
that they would win a vote, that 
seems unlikely to take place in 
light of opposition from the Re¬ 
publican leadership. 

Shays said that 252 members of 
the House “voted to sustain Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s executive order 
barring discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation in the 
[federal] workplace ... They said it 
was wrong to discriminate.” That 
was the margin by which the 
Hefley amendment was defeated 
in 1998. 

Foley said they are going to 
make the case with the Republican 
leadership for a scheduling a vote. 
But he does not see that coming 
before January. 

“As long as they can get away 
with not addressing certain issues 
and not offend their base [of po¬ 
litical support], they are going to 
do it,” said Shays. But when the 
Gallup Poll shows that 85 percent 
of Americans believe that gays 
should have equal rights in the 
workplace, “that speaks volumes 
to politicians.” 

Frank was skeptical. He be¬ 
lieves the Republican leadership is 
acting “not out of personal preju¬ 
dice but out of fear of alienating 
part of their base ... The Republi¬ 
can leadership in the House so far 
has a perfect record of not allow¬ 
ing anything to come to the floor 
that would be supportive of the 
rights of gay and lesbian people.” 

Kennedy said that if the House 
refuses to act on a separate bill, 
“We are going to add it on to other 
legislation,” just as last year they 
attached hate crimes legislation to 
a defense authorization bill. “This 
issue isn’t going to just disappear. 
We guarantee there is going to be 
accountability. We will use every 
parliamentary means that we pos¬ 
sibly can.” ▼ 
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Houston protects 
gay city workers

T he Houston City Council 
last week passed an ordi¬ 
nance to protect gay city 
employees from discrimination 16 
years after a similar measure was 
defeated by voters in a referendum 
that drew national attention. 

Mayor Lee Brown led the 
council in approving the law that 
protects employees on the basis of 
sexual orientation, race, gender, 
age, and other factors. The vote 
was 10-4 last Wednesday, July 25 
after two attempts to gut the ordi¬ 
nance were turned back by the 
majority of the council. 

“It is something that is long 
overdue and years in the making,” 


said Council member Annise 
Parker, a lesbian who worked for 
passage of the measure. 

Brown praised the vote in an 
interview with the Houston 
Chronicle. “The Constitution 
guarantees that we all have the 
same opportunities, the same 
rights,” he said. “As mayor, I want 
to make sure that I do everything 
in my power to make sure that 
that carries out as part of city gov¬ 
ernment.” 

The City Council voted in 1984 
for a similar non-discrimination 
law, but voters defeated it in a 
1985 referendum that attracted 
national media coverage. Houston 
was one of the first U.S. cities to 
enact such non-discrimination 
legislation at the time. After tak¬ 


ing office in 1998, Brown issued 
an order banning discrimination 
against gay city employees but a 
council member filed an injunc¬ 
tion against it. It was held up in 
court for years until last month 
when the Texas Supreme Court 
affirmed Brown’s original order. 

Three years ago, Brown pro¬ 
posed extending benefits such as 
health insurance to the same-sex 
partners of gay city employees but 
he withdrew it until an ordinance 
could be enacted against discrim¬ 
ination. He said he still plans to 
have the council vote on same-sex 
benefits. A petition drive is under 
way in Houston to force a referen¬ 
dum on whether the city should 
provide medical benefits to same- 
sex partners of gay workers. ▼

a tremendous victory for lesbian 
and gay people in the United 
States to have some judge finally 
say, ‘You know what, it’s really not 
fair, it’s not fair that you don’t get 
to seek recompense when your life 
partner was wrongfully killed.’ 

“I was surprised, initially, that 
the judge ruled from the bench. 
However, it was clear from the 
oral arguments that he had not 
only read all the briefs but that he 
had immersed himself in all of the 
relevant cases,” said Minter. 
in “Nq gQvyt in. California 
had to make this kind of deci¬ 
sion,” added Minter’s co-counsel 
Robert Lazo. “It’s very apparent 
that this judge took every step to 
look at all of the considerations 
and this is a momentous day not 
only for gay and lesbian rights but 
also for human rights as well.” 

Smith told reporters she sensed 
Whipple’s fighting spirit through¬ 
out Minter’s arguments. 

“It’s a big victory,” she said, 
wiping the tears from her face. “A 
huge emotional moment.” 

Gay rights groups throughout 
the state lauded Robertson’s deci¬ 
sion as a major step forward. 

“We are thrilled that the court 
correctly recognized Sharon 
Smith as the widow of Diane 
Whipple and will allow her to 
pursue her wrongful death action 
against the defendants,” said Mar¬ 
riage Equality California board 
member and attorney Molly 
McKay. “The court’s ruling brings 
justice to a horrible tragedy by 
recognizing that committed same- 
sex couples, barred by law from 
marriage, deserve the same rights 
afforded their opposite-sex mar¬ 
ried counterparts. 

“Sharon is the perfect example 
of why same-sex couples should be 
allowed to legally marry,” noted 
McKay in a press released issued 
by the organization. “Sharon was 
the life partner of Diane Whipple, 
not a legal stranger as argued by 
the defendants in this case. It is a 
step in the right direction. But we 
seek full equality for same-sex 
couples and the only way to full 
equality is by access to the protec¬ 
tions afforded legal civil marriage.” 

Bay Area Lawyers for Individual 
Freedom, along with the City and 
County of San Francisco, filed a 
brief with Robertson in support of 
Smith’s right to bring the suit. BALIF 
had high praise for the ruling. 

“We are thrilled over this emo¬ 
tional and hard fought victory,” 
said BALIF co-chair Linda 


Scaparotti. “Setting aside the legal 
importance of this ruling, the vic¬ 
tory is a true reflection of the col¬ 
laborative work of a number of 
organizations and private firms 
and individuals who have focused 
their time, attention, and re¬ 
sources on this issue. Prior to this 
ruling, gays and lesbians have had 
no redress in the face of such ter¬ 
rible personal tragedy.” 

In a jailhouse interview with 
the Bay Area Reporter a day after 
the ruling, Noel said he was sur¬ 
prised by the ruling and would 
appeal, adding that he was confi¬ 
dent Robertson’s decision would 
be overturned by a higher court. 

; Hastings College of .Law ,Ero T 
fessor David Levine told the 
B.A.R. that he thought there was a 
“reasonably good chance” the Cal¬ 
ifornia Court of Appeals would 
uphold Robertson’s decision. 
Levine cited two recent cases in 
which the appeals court decided 
in favor of plaintiffs who argued 
that laws that have the effect of 
discriminating against gays are in 
violation of the California Consti¬ 
tution’s equal protection provi¬ 
sions. 

“My greater concern would be 
that if the Court of Appeals up¬ 
holds Robertson’s decision and 
Noel takes it to the California 
Supreme Court, they may not go 
along,” said Levine. “I didn’t find 
any California Supreme Court 
cases going quite as far as those re¬ 
cent California Court of Appeals 
cases, so I think it would be more 
than an open question whether it 
would succeed at that point. 

“The California Supreme 
Court may choose not to take it,” 
noted Levine, “and the case may 
end up being essentially dismissed

working closely with SFSU’s Diaz. 
Besides Aguilar, the other local pro¬ 
ject coordinators is Jorge Sanchez. 

Outcomes that study organiz¬ 
ers hope to determine and analyze 
include how safer sex, substance 
use, and mental health and well¬ 
being are linked to HIV risk. 

“Some people in the Latino 
community,” said Ramirez-Valles, 
“find substances as companions 
to alleviate pain, layers of shame, 
[or] guilt” about their sexuality. 
Among the most popular are 
methamphetamines, alcohol, co¬ 
caine, and poppers. 

The emphasis on community 
heroes is learning from their ac¬ 
tivism, according to Ramirez- 


as moot anyway because if [As¬ 
sembly Bill 25] rolls through 
Sacramento and the governor 
signs it, that’s going to be retroac¬ 
tive till January 1.” 

That proposed bill, AB25, au¬ 
thored by Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco), passed 
the Assembly in June, and is cur¬ 
rently in the Senate Appropria¬ 
tions Committee awaiting action. 
Among other provisions, the bill 
would give domestic partners 
comparable rights in civil cases. 
AB25 was recently amended in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee to be 
retroactive, covering lawsuits 
brought after January 1, 2001. So 
if passed, it would cover Smith’s 
suit brought after The deadly Jan¬ 
uary 26 attack on Whipple. Even 
if Smith’s suit is eventually thrown 
out by the higher courts, Noel and 
Knoller still face a wrongful death 
suit brought by Whipple’s moth¬ 
er, Pamela Whipple-Kelly. 

On the same morning the civil 
hearing was under way in the 
courthouse in Civic Center, across 
town at the Hall of Justice, the 
criminal case against Noel and 
Knoller took on the issue of 
whether to euthanize Hera, one of 
the two dogs involved in the dead¬ 
ly mauling. Bane, the male dog 
who instigated the attack, was de¬ 
stroyed shortly after the incident. 

Superior Court Judge James 
Warren ruled in favor of Animal 
Care and Control officials who 
had argued it was inhumane and 
served no useful legal purpose to 
keep Hera locked up in a small 
pen any longer. But Warren noted 
that Hera still must be kept alive 
pending an injunction by Judge 
Robertson who will take up the 
matter at an August 15 hearing. V 


Valles. “We want to look at people 
who have done great things, who 
are heroes. We want to learn how 
they contributed in dealing with 
the [HIV] epidemic.” 

Larger samplings down the road 
will allow for an overall analysis of 
links between the people in the 
gay/bisexual Latino community, 
community links and group, inter¬ 
vention options, safer sex, and HIV. 

In the end, Ramirez-Valles 
said, to plan for action, “we want 
to understand what kind of in¬ 
volvement is needed, and why.” ▼

T he following is an occasion¬ 
al column compiled by the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel 
on issues of concern to people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS. 

Dear ALRP: 

I have been living in the same 
apartment for the past 10 years. 
There are three other units in the 
building and I know they are all 
paying much higher rent than lam. 
Now my landlord is saying he 
wants to move into my apartment. 


If I have to move I will not be'able 
to afford an apartment in San 
Francisco, and as a person living 
with AIDS, leaving San Francisco 
means giving up my support net¬ 
work of friends, health care 
providers, and many social services. 
Needless to say, Tm scared of the 
prospect of losing my home, and 
frankly, Tm angry too. I have a 
hunch the landlord doesn’t really 
want to live there but wants to get 
me out so he can raise the rent. Do 
I have to move?

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This hypothetical inquiry mir¬ 
rors many of the calls I receive at 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel so I will 
discuss OMIs generally. 

Dear Doleful: 

The answer depends on 
whether your building is covered 
by the San Francisco rent ordi¬ 
nance. If you rent an apartment in 
San Francisco, your building may 
be covered. If so, you can only be 
evicted for causes allowed by the 
rent ordinance. If your landlord is 
selling the building, the new 
owner “steps into the shoes” of 
your old landlord, and your ten¬ 
ancy should remain just as it was 
with your old landlord. The rent 
ordinance means that any 
landlord, old or new, 
cannot just throw you 
out. 

One of the most 
popular ways for 
landlords to try to 
evict tenants is by an 
owner move-in or 
OMI. For the pur¬ 
poses of this col- _ 

umn, I will discuss 
how the law applies to multi-unit 
residential rental buildings, not 
single family homes or condos. 

Just what is an OMI? 

An OMI allows an eviction in 
order to let an owner or an 
owner’s relative move into a unit 
currently occupied by a tenant. 
Only one OMI per building is al¬ 
lowed, even if the building has 
several owners. An owner must 
occupy the unit within three 
months of when the tenant leaves. 
An owner who already resides in 
the building may OMI another 
unit in the same building to per¬ 
mit the owner’s relatives to move 
in. 

As with all notices to vacate in 
San Francisco, there are strict 
rules regarding the form and con¬ 
tent of the notice and you should 
seek competent advice as to 
whether your notice is valid. You 
will usually get a 30-day notice, 
and the owner must pay each ten¬ 
ant who has resided in the unit for 
12 months or more a minimum of 
$1,000 in relocation costs. Each 



tenant gets $500 upon service of 
the notice and that money is non- 
refundable even if the owner later 
decides not to go through with the 
OMI. When the tenant actually 
leaves the unit, the owner must 
pay each tenant another $500. 

For any OMIs, if your landlord 
owns another comparable vacant 
unit in San Francisco, that unit 
must be offered to you at a rate 
similar to your old unit, with ad¬ 
justments made for differences in 
the units. 

You may be 
protected from OMI 

Fortunately, for some of us 
there are protections from OMI 
evictions. You cannot be evicted 
under the OMI law if: 

• you are over 60 
years old and have 
lived in your apart¬ 
ment for over 10 
years; 

• you are disabled 
(as defined by SSI 
guidelines) and 
have lived in your 
apartment for over 

10 years; 

• you have a catastrophic illness 
and have lived in your apartment 
for over five years. Talk to your 
doctor to see if you have a health 
condition that qualifies as a cata¬ 
strophic illness. 

But these protections do not 
apply if the owner is moving in a 
relative and the relative is over 60 
or disabled or has a catastrophic 
illness, and no other unit is avail¬ 
able. 

What if landlord 
is bluffing? 

Some landlords have threat¬ 
ened to OMI tenants or even initi¬ 
ated OMIs in order to scare a ten¬ 
ant into vacating the unit. Once 
the tenant leaves, the landlord will 
raise the rent to market value and 
re-rent the apartment at a higher 
rate. OMIs must be made in “good 
faith” - meaning, the owner must 
have the honest intention of mov¬ 
ing into the unit. The owner also 
must intend to occupy that unit 
for at least three years. If the 
owner doesn’t move in within 


three months or stay for the full 
three years, the owner must re¬ 
rent the apartment to the dis¬ 
placed tenant at the same rent as 
before the OMI. This is also evi¬ 
dence of a “bad faith” OMI. A bad 
faith OMI can result in the owner 
being sued by the displaced tenant 
for wrongful eviction. Owners 
who intend to OMI should be 
very clear about the rights of their 
tenants before attempting to OMI 
a unit. 

This column is meant to give 
you general information about 
OMIs and potential protections, 
but it does not cover all aspects of 
OMIs. Also, these laws may 
change frequently, so if you are 
served with a notice for an OMI 
or any kind of notice to quit, you 
should seek the advice of a legal 
professional immediately. You can 
also get more information from 
the San Francisco Residential Rent 
Stabilization and Arbitration 
Board at (415) 252-4600 or visit 
their Web site at http://www.ci.

To stop AIDS, find hub, scientists say

G etting the best AIDS treat¬ 
ments money can buy to 
nations without money to 
buy them may be the only way to 
eradicate the global plague, ac¬ 
cording to new findings released 
July 23 by Notre Dame University 
researchers. 

Until now, the best arguments 
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for providing costly AIDS drugs to 
impoverished African and Asian 
nations drowning in the illness 
were humanitarian. Albert-Laszlo 
Barabasi and Zoltan Deszo have 
now provided what may be the 
first convincing scientific evidence 
that slowing AIDS in developing 
nations may actually halt its glob¬ 
al course. They said poorer na¬ 
tions represent highly concentrat¬ 
ed “hubs” or disease centers with 
just enough global connectedness 
to make eradicating the disease 
within their borders absolutely es¬ 
sential. 

“The continued spreading of 
the HIV virus is remarkable be¬ 
cause relatively effective therapies 
are available that not only expand 
the lifetime of infected individu¬ 
als, but also lower the transmis¬ 
sion probability,” Barabasi said in 
a recent paper on the subject. 
“The problem is that these expen¬ 
sive therapies are beyond reach in 
developing countries.” 

Building on previous work by 
Boston University researchers Luis 
Amaral, H.E. Stanley, and cowork¬ 
ers, Barabasi and Deszo claim 
newly quantified patterns of 
human sexual contact create a 
“node-hub” architecture more 


typical of a computer network 
than a populated community. 
These hubs and nodes, they said, 
are so concentrated and yet so 
connected that eradicating any 
sexually transmitted disease re¬ 
quires concentrated efforts at the 
hubs. As in any computer network 
- or a chain of Christmas lights - 
interrupting the flow of informa¬ 
tion or electricity at a hub can 
cause flows to cease network wide. 
So too, Barabasi and Deszo claim, 
with AIDS. Slow or stop the dis¬ 
ease at a hub, they said, and you 
severely reduce its ability to spread 
anywhere else. 

“We are indeed familiar with 
the results by Barabasi and 
coworkers and are certainly excit¬ 
ed by all the developments com¬ 
ing out,” Amaral told United Press 
International. “We believe that the 
new focus on the possibility of 
characterizing the structure of 
networks could help the under¬ 
standing of epidemics both for 
human and animal diseases.” 

The discovery of this new pat¬ 
tern of epidemic transmission is a 
major step in a worldwide effort. 
Amaral and Stanley revealed hu¬ 
mans engage in “scale-free” pat-

Restauranteur Gordon 
Jones dies at 75

G ordon Jones, a pioneer gay 
restauranteur in San Francis¬ 
co, passed away on Friday, 
July 20. Born on November 5, 
1925, he was 75 years old and suc¬ 
cumbed to congestive heart failure. 

Bay Area Reporter publisher 
Bob Ross, a longtime friend, said 
Mr. Jones will be deeply missed. 
“We will always remember this 
warm and loving man.” 

Mr. Jones and his partner of 25 
years, Richard Templeton, who 
preceded him in death in the early 
1980s, opened up Gordon’s 
Restaurant. The time was the early 
1950s, when gay bars in San Fran¬ 
cisco had an average life expectan¬ 
cy of about two years. Gordon’s 
Restaurant was quite the excep¬ 
tion, Ross recalled, as it lasted 
until the late 1960s. 

During its height, the restau¬ 
rant was the number one gay 
restaurant and meeting place in 
San Francisco; it was located at the 
corner of Broadway and Sansome 
streets, in the heart of what then 
was the city’s principal gay dis¬ 
trict, North Beach. The other gay 
area for bars and restaurants was 


the Tenderloin. Back then, these 
two areas were the only parts of 
San Francisco where gay bars were 
allowed, Ross noted. By the late 
1960s, the city’s bars and popula¬ 
tion had shifted and Polk Street 
came into its own as a gay area. 

It was during that time that 
Mr. Jones and his partner sold 
their interest in Gordon’s Restau¬ 
rant and moved to Marin County, 
the community of Fairfax to be 
exact, and that was where they 
opened a new restaurant called 
Rubini’s. It was quite successful 
and remained so until they sold it 
and returned to San Francisco. 

There, they opened a new Gor¬ 
don’s on Jones Street between 
Golden Gate and Turk streets. It 
was also a success but with a dif¬ 
ference - this restaurant had a 
show room. 

“They served fine food and of¬ 
fered excellent ‘entertainment,” 
said Ross. 

Ever community minded, the 
show room became a meeting 
place for public forums, shows, 
and fundraisers. It was also the 
host bar for many Imperial Court 
functions. The bar closed in the 
mid-1980s after the death of Mr. 
Jones’s partner, Dick Templeton.

Mr. Jones then moved to 
Petaluma and got out of the 
restaurant business. He did part- 
time work as a security guard and 
was quite content, Ross said. 

“We hope that Gordon and 
Dick are reunited in peace,” said 
Ross. “These two fine souls will 
long be remembered not for the 
food and camaraderie they dis¬ 
played, but for all they gave to this 
community when we were fight¬ 
ing for our rights. God bless you 
both and rest in peace.”

Massachusetts Scout 
council OKs gay leaders

A Massachusetts Boy Scout 
council put pressure on the 
National Boy Scouts of 
America by adopting a “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” policy regarding ho¬ 
mosexual leaders, the Boston Globe 
reported Wednesday, August 1. 

The policy approved by the 
board of the Massachusetts Min- 
uteman Council allows gay scout¬ 
masters without technically vio¬ 
lating the national council’s ban. 

“The Scouts will not inquire 
into a person’s sexual history and 
that person will not expose their 
sexual orientation one way or the 
other,” said Brock Bigsby, execu¬ 
tive scout of the Minuteman 
Council that serves 330 troops in 
greater Boston. 

He said that under the new 
policy, as long as they don’t dis¬ 
cuss their sexual orientation, ho¬ 
mosexuals could be scout leaders. 
“Discussions about sexual orien¬ 


tation do not have a place in 
Scouts,” Bigsby said. He said he 
believes the policy, which bars ex¬ 
clusion of anyone on the basis of 
race, religion, or sexual orienta¬ 
tion, is consistent with the Na¬ 
tional Boy Scouts Council’s posi¬ 
tion on homosexuality. 

Boy Scouts of America nation¬ 
al spokesman Greg Shields was not 
immediately available to UPI for 
comment. He was at a jamboree in 
Virginia where, according to a 
recording on his answering ma¬ 
chine, “cell phones and pagers and 
things are notoriously unreliable 
in the rolling hills of Virginia.” 

The Boy Scouts have lost sup¬ 
port and membership since the 
U.S. Supreme Court last year up¬ 
held the organization’s ban of gays 
from leadership positions. Ac¬ 
cording to a recent Newsweek sur¬ 
vey , enrollment in the Boy Scouts 
has dropped 4.5 percent nation¬ 
wide since the Supreme Court de¬ 
cision. On its Web page, bsa.scout- 
ing.org, the BSA says: “Boy Scout¬ 


ing makes no effort to discover the 
sexual orientation of any person. 
Scouting’s message is, however, 
compromised when prospective 
leaders of youth present them¬ 
selves as role models inconsistent 
with BSA standards. We believe an 
avowed homosexual is not a role 
model for the traditional moral 
values espoused in the Scout Oath 
and Law and homosexual conduct 
is inconsistent with the values we 
wish to instill.” 

The Minuteman Council’s ac¬ 
tion was hailed by the American 
Civil Liberties Union’s Lesbian 
and Gay Rights Project. 
Spokesman Eric Ferrero told the 
Globe that the Minuteman Coun¬ 
cil is believed to be the first to 
draft an anti-discrimination poli¬ 
cy within the framework of the 
national group’s doctrine. Ferrero 
called the local group’s policy “en¬ 
couraging and significant,” and 
said it appears it “is going to be 
difficult for the National Boy 
Scouts to oppose.” T

I n China, winning the bid for 
the 2008 Olympic Games be¬ 
came cause for huge celebra¬ 
tions in major cities throughout 
the country and provinces. Or at 
least the images that were shown 
to us were jubilant. 

In China, according to ABC 
News and the Associated Press, 
over 1,100 people a year are 
executed. Those that are 
kept as political prisoners 
include human rights ac¬ 
tivist Xu Wenli, 58, who suf¬ 
fers from hepatitis and 
chronic back pain, his wife 
says. Xu, whose wife is also in 
prison, has been refused 
medical parole. 

China’s prisons 
hold many others who 
their families say are 
too sick to be behind 
bars, with ailments ranging from 
heart-disease and tuberculosis to 
mental illness. 

But even though “medical pa¬ 
role” was the reason Beijing gave 
for releasing some U.S.-linked 
scholars, critics argue it is politics, 
shown by Secretary of State Colin 
Powell’s recent visit, and not 
health, that determines who is 
freed and when. 

In China prisons and labor 
camps can be harsh, with poor 
sanitation, strict discipline and 
beatings - especially for prisoners 
convicted of political crimes. 

In China, with over 300 Ti¬ 
betan monasteries destroyed, they 
still enjoy favored-nation status, 
benevolent trading deals with our 
ports, and lots and lots of Marl- 
boros. China’s having won the bid 
for the 2008 Olympics angers civil 
rights activists from all countries. 

Make your tourist plans now, 
because you won’t be able to 
check your e-mail once you’re 
there, and they don’t take Ameri¬ 
can Express. 

Last week, Chinese officials 
shut down over 8,000 Internet 
cafes, claiming they have been 
used to download and receive “ob¬ 
scene” information. 

Let’s say the host city for the 
2008 Olympics had a g— bar 
(that word is not a valid search 
term). 

Let’s say it hadn’t been closed 


or arsoned before the red carpets 
were laid out for the world-class 
event. Let’s say every cruise zone 
isn’t flattened, and pretty much all 
the jailed dissidents, poets, au¬ 
thors, and writers will have been 
released in a gradual trickle. 

Let’s say the International 
Olympic Committee and a few 
governments made a deal, and 
China is begrudgingly moving 
away from the days of militaristic 
sportsmanship, as described in a 
Mao-era event: “In 
the Jiangxi Soviet 
and the base area of 
Yan’an, activities such as 
grenade throwing and 
marksmanship were orga¬ 
nized, as well as swimming 
competitions and ice- 
skating. Table tennis 
became one of the fa¬ 
vorite sports here, de¬ 
spite the fact that it 
was an American in¬ 
vention.” 

Can I get one Chinese poet out 
of jail for a Brazilian soccer player 
not to get arrested for taking his 
shirt off? A dozen Falun Gongers 
for a team of hockey players? 

An interesting aspect of the 
Falun Gong is members’ use of 
modern communication media 
for spreading its message, using 
mobile telephones and e-mail 
messages. The doctrine is spread 
through numerous Internet sites. 
Chinese leadership perceives the 
Falun Gong as a threat, a “socio¬ 
religious movement in a century- 
old tradition of religiously in¬ 
spired rebellions, which the com¬ 
munist regime has always depict¬ 
ed as [potentially] revolutionary 
on the one. hand,” but also as a 
threat to the true messianic teach¬ 
ings of communism.

A 10-person Federation of Gay 
Games team ended several days of 
discussions last week with Sydney 
2002 board members and staff, as 
well as local government officials 
and community business leaders, 
according to a new federation an¬ 
nouncement. 

“Rebutting recent negative 
press reports” (particularly on

abstained, some on procedural 
grounds. 

ILGA hailed the vote as a mile¬ 
stone. “The world community has 
recognized ... that lesbian and gay 
rights are human rights,” declared 
ILGA Secretary-General Hans 
Hjerpekjon. 

But anti-gay groups in the 
United States were not going to let 
the U.N. bestow its imprimatur on 
homosexuals without a fight. In 
September 1993, the Lambda Re¬ 
port, a right-wing newsletter that 
claims to “monitor the homosex¬ 
ual agenda,” published an article 
under the headline “U.N. Grants 
Voice to Gay Group with Pe¬ 
dophile Ties.” The article pointed 
out that ILGA counted among its 
members the North American 
Man-Boy Love Association, which 
supports men who desire sex with 
adolescent and preadolescent 
boys, as well as sadomasochist 
clubs. The implication was clear: 
perverts now had a seat at the U.N. 

Republican Senator Jesse 
Helms, a longtime anti-gay cru¬ 
sader, took up the cause. He intro¬ 
duced an amendment to withhold 
nearly $119 million from the U.N. 
until the State Department could 
certify that no U.N.-accredited 
NGO “promotes, condones, or 
seeks the legalization of pedophil¬ 
ia, or ... includes as a subsidiary or 
member any such organization.” 

“The notion that the United 
Nations should be consulting with 
child molesters on how to spend 
American taxpayers’ money is 
outrageous,” Flelms argued. His 
amendment passed unanimously. 

Not only the United States, but 
even loyal supporters like Canada 
and Australia began to question 
ILGA’s accreditation. In response, 
at its world conference in New

agreements between the Federa¬ 
tion and Sydney 2002, officials of 
both groups said the partnership 
between the two bodies had 
reached a new level of comfort 
and transparency. 

‘“Sydney’s new team has in¬ 
spired confidence and demon¬ 
strated they will deliver the 
Games,’ said federation 
spokesperson Kathleen Webster. 
‘It was surprisingly easy address¬ 
ing each other’s concerns about is¬ 
sues such as the license agree¬ 
ment.’” 

The licensing fee is said to have 
been lowered from $1 million U.S. 
to $1.2 million AUS, or $650,000 
U.S. 

The situation had been earlier 
described through a “leaked 
memo” as rife with problems. The 
loss of government financial sup¬ 
port, the contract problems with 
Internet sponsors over “aggregat¬ 
ed content,” and a recent tabula 
rasa on the Sydney board seemed 
to* cast doubt on their ability to 
produce the quadrennial GLBT 
athletic event. 

However, the FGG’s Bev Lange 
anticipated a hopeful 15,000 par¬ 
ticipants and $100 million in 
tourist dollars. 

Webster, a U.S. FGG board 
member, said the organization’s 
board rejected recent statements 
by its co-president, Bill Wassmer, 
in a recent edition of the Sydney 
Star Observer. 

Wassmer, who agrees with the 
dire predictions in the “leaked 
memo,” refused to rule out Sydney 
losing the 2002 Gay Games, a 


York in June 1994, ILGA voted to 
expel NAMBLA and two other 
similar groups, but it was a highly 
controversial decision. Many ac¬ 
cused the group of caving in to 
right-wing, anti-sex views, and 
NAMBLA supporters - including 
writers Pat Califia and Camille 
Paglia and pioneering gay-rights 
activist Harry Hay - staged a 
march against ILGA. 

Nor was the United States 
happy. In August, the State De¬ 
partment learned that a German 
ILGA organization had an associ¬ 
ation with a pedophile group? 
consequently, it could not certify 
that the U.N. was free of child- 
molesters. Since ILGA couldn’t 
guarantee that none of its mem¬ 
bers had any connection whatso¬ 
ever with offending groups, 
ECOSOC suspended its consulta¬ 
tive status at a behind-closed- 
doors meeting in September 1994. 
This was the first time since the 
1950s that an NGO’s U.N. status 
had been revoked. 

The fall-out continued. In its 
effort to appease the U.N., ILGA 
demanded that members sign a 
statement saying they do not con¬ 
done pedophilia. Many refused on 
principle, and one - the Toronto-

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ing to a female survivor, Christina 
Saint Laurent.

major event that has yet to receive 
public sector financial support. A 
“major Australian corporate 
sponsor” has yet to be named. 

According to the federation, 
more than 2,000 people have al¬ 
ready signed up for the various 
sports and cultural events through 
the Sydney 2002 Web site. Early 
registration is hoped to bring in 
some cash, but not enough to pay 
pre-production expenses. 

“Government support is im¬ 
portant to the success of the 
Games. It’s clear the discussions 
have stilled the waters that press 
reports have stirred up,” said 
Councillor John Fowler, mayor of 
South Sydney. 

“There’s been a spirit of coop¬ 
eration all week,” said Sydney 
2002 Co-chair Peter Bailey. “The 
open exchange of ideas has been 
an important ingredient in build¬ 
ing trust.” 

Gay Games VI, “Under New 
Skies,” is still planned to begin 
with some (but not as many as 
former Cultural Director Robin 
Archer had envisioned) cultural 
events on October 25,2002. 

The official opening ceremony 
is still planned for November 2 
with all sports events and addi¬ 
tional cultural events running 
through November 9.

based Pink Triangle Press, which 
publishes three Canadian gay 
newspapers - was so outraged by 
the ultimatum it resigned. This 
was especially painful, because 
just two years earlier Pink Trian¬ 
gle had come to ILGA’s aid with a 
$10,000 donation. 

By July 1996, less than half of 
its membership had signed the 
anti-pedophilia statement, and 
ILGA announced it would rescind 
the requirement. Financial con¬ 
cerns were a likely factor; from 
1995 to 1996, revenues - which 
came largely from members’ dues 
and donations - had dropped 
from about $215,000 to about 
$50,000. Pink Triangle Press re¬ 
joined in 1997. 

ILGA has since dropped efforts 
to restore its position at the U.N. 
Currently, the only specifically 
queer NGO at ECOSOC is the 
Australian Coalition of Activist 
Lesbians, which gained consulta¬ 
tive status in 1999. T

sil fuels. At times giving the sense 
of preaching to the choir, a num¬ 
ber of speakers said that San Fran¬ 
cisco could be a national leader in 
the use of renewable energy. Leno 
told the Bay Area Reporter that he 
has not heard of any opposition to 
the content of the measure. 

Edward Smeloff, assistant gen¬ 
eral manager of the city’s Public 
Utilities Commission, addressed 
the myth that San Francisco is too 
for efficient solar genera¬ 
tion, and noted that solar cells 
produce the most power at times 
of the day when demand is high¬ 
est. Several suppliers of solar tech¬ 
nology spoke in favor of the pro¬ 
posal, noting that local produc¬ 
tion could drive down costs and 
provide jobs. 

Mack Moore, of BP Solar in 
Fairfield, noted that San Francisco 
gets more sun than Northern Eu¬ 
ropean countries which have 
widely implemented solar energy 
programs. Support also came from 
various government and nonprof¬ 
it organizations, including the 
city’s Department of the Environ¬ 
ment, the federal Department of 
Energy, the Neighborhood Parks 
Council, Baykeepers, the Union of 
Concerned Scientists, and the 
Gray Panthers. Said Linda Weiner 
of the American Lung Association, 
“Public health needs must be cen¬ 
tral to power planning.” 

Homeowner Gretchen Cotter, 
who recently installed solar panels 
on her residence, called the solar 
proposal a “no-brainer” as she 
displayed copies of her $4.67 
PG&E electric bill. Cotter urged 
the board to move beyond plans 
to install solar technology on city 
property, and urged a “carrot and 
stick” approach to encourage 
businesses and private citizens to 
invest in solar energy. 

Ammiano’s plan 

Ammiano’s proposal could 
help provide the carrot. It would 
allow a new, not-yet-created enti¬ 
ty to issue bonds for renewable 
energy projects. The money 
would be used for the installation 
of solar panels on city buildings, 
businesses, and private residences, 
and would enable the city to 
“front” money to small business 
owners and residents who wish to 
use the technology. 

Noting that at current prices 
solar technology is beyond the 
means of many potential buyers, 
Ammiano said that bulk purchas¬ 
ing would lead to lower costs. Ac¬ 
cording to Ammiano, response to 
the proposal has been “very en¬ 
thusiastic,” and that there has been 
a “groundswell of support” na¬ 
tionally and internationally as well 
as locally. 

There was discussion at both 
the July 18 committee meeting and 
the July 23 full board meeting 
about whether the two proposals 
were redundant and whether hav¬ 
ing both on the ballot could tend 
to confuse voters. Leno said he did 
not believe that the presence of 
both measures would hurt support 
for either. Supervisors Leland Yee 
and Tony Hall supported Leno’s 
measure but not Ammiano’s, indi¬ 
cating that they wanted to leave 
funding decisions to the voters. 

The two measures passed last 
Monday bring the number of en¬ 
ergy-related propositions on the 
upcoming November ballot to 
four; the two others are related to 
public power and the establish¬ 
ment of a municipal utility district 
(MUD). The ballot measures, said 
Ammiano, “show that San Fran¬ 
ciscans really want to take local 
control and have renewable ener¬ 
gy sources ... and to tell PG8cE to 
eat our dust.” ▼

Rainbow Adult Community 
Housing, as previously reported in 
the Bay Area Reporter, has evolved 
from an all-volunteer effort to de¬ 
velop affordable housing for LGBT 
seniors into a nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion about to hire its first executive 
director.

Now Barabasi imposes a net¬ 
work architecture on AIDS trans¬ 
mission patterns. “Epidemics 
spread without a threshold on a 
scale-free network thanks to hubs 
and nodes with an unexpectedly 
large number of links,” Barabasi 
said. “Once infected, hubs offer an 
efficient conduit for disease 
spreading by reaching an unusu¬ 
ally high percentage of other 
nodes.” 

As a result, anything less than 
attacking the disease at its hub 
represents random treatments 
that cannot contain the epidemic 
because, Barabasi said, they “leave 
the scale-free nature of the net¬ 
work unaltered.” ▼

A gay man andthe Mouse 


Straight talk from gay Disney 
exec Thomas Schumacher 


I f there is a lavender ceiling in Hol¬ 
lywood, Thomas Schumacher has 
yet to bump his head. The presi¬ 
dent of the theatrical and anima¬ 
tion divisions at Disney arrived at 
the company in 1988 with no doors 
on his personal closet, yet has seen his 
stock steadily rise at the world’s most 
famous purveyor of family hire. 

“Could I be Michael Eisner someday? 
I don’t know,” Schumacher said. “But I 
don’t see where my career has gone 
wrong by being openly gay. 1 have my 
Tony Award, and I’m on TV all the time, 
and I make fantastic things, and I work 


with the best people in the world.” 

Schumacher claimed the Tony as 
producer of Disney’s The Lion King. 
But if his follow-up stage effort wasn’t 
even nominated for a best-musical 
Tony Award, Aida has confounded the 
naysaying critics by becoming a sturdy 
Broadway hit. The arrival of the tour¬ 
ing edition of Aida in San Francisco 
this week prompted an invitation to 
visit with Schumacher at Disney’s an¬ 
imation studio in Burbank. 

Sitting in his tastefully understated 
office, Schumacher had trouble stay¬ 
ing on the Aida message as he waxed 


loquaciously on subjects ranging 
from his high school days in San 
Mateo to his boyfriend of 19 years to 
his utter disregard for Queer as Folk. 

But the story of how Aida arrived 
on Broadway last year is in itself an 
intriguing one, especially since it 
looked like it would be Disney’s first 
theatrical failure following the enor¬ 
mous successes of Beauty and the 
Beast and The Lion King. 

Working with the writer, director, 
and designers of Beauty and the Beast,

Post-war homosexual scenes on show at the Schwules Museum in Berlin 


We’re not the only ones on the 
wrong side of Lucy Law. The ar¬ 
rest records of CBS-TV’s Big 
Brother 2 household just keep 
growing. First there was Justin, 
that bartendin’ dude from Bay¬ 
onne, NJ, who put the knife to the 
throat of a female contestant. He 
turned out to have a criminal 
record. (“We didn’t know he had 
antisocial behavior,” CBS Televi¬ 
sion president Les Moonves told 
the NY Times.) Then it transpired 
that a second contestant, Mike, 
had been arrested in 1997 for 
criminal trespass when he snuck 
onto the lot of Batman and Robin, 
then filming on a Warner Bros, 
lot. Supposedly his plan was to sell 
unauthorized photos of the set to 
tabloid-TV staple Inside Edition, 
but OT thinks he really wanted to 
make off with Batman’s and 
Robin’s weird rubber musclesuits. 

Thinking funny 

Above item is not intended as a 
slam against those readers who 


are performing seals, baby or oth¬ 
erwise. Last weekend OT took 
time out to attend the Laughing¬ 
stock comedy improv showcase, 
staged in the Gazebo Room at 
Davies/CPMC. Laughingstock, a 
Bay Area Theatresports (BATS) 
program, teaches folks living with 
HIV the fundamentals of impro- 
visational comedy.

The show opened with a rous¬ 
ing set by the swinging Dixieland 
Dykes +3 (“the Old World band 
with the New Math problem”) that 
proved the timelessness (and gay 
sensibility!) of early jazz. Band¬ 
leader Heidi Beeler called the 
tunes and blew a fierce trumpet. 

Gruppe grope 

The Schwules Museum, a 

privately-funded museum of gay 
history and art which we visited 
last fall in the new Berlin, sent us 
this postcard and news of its new 
exhibit, depicting the Berlin ho¬ 
mosexual scene of the immediate 
postwar era. 

The Gesellschaft fur Reform des 
Sexualrechts (Society for the Re¬ 
form of Sex Laws), the only Ho- 
mosexuellengruppe of the ’50s that 
actively fought to repeal the 
heinous Paragraph 175, serves as 
the focus of the exhibit. The 
GfRdS looked back to the gay 
emancipation movement of the 
Weimar Republic for inspiration, 
and to the work of pioneering 
sexologist Magnus Hirschfeld, 
whom many of its members had 
known personally. 

Documents from the GfRdS 
files, found in the state archive of 
Berlin, are on show at the muse¬ 
um, as well as letters, pho¬ 
tographs, paintings and drawings 
from Berlin in the ’50s. More in¬ 
formation (in German and Eng¬ 
lish) is available at www. 
SchwulesMuseum.de.

And if he’s going 
to use a pseudonym, 
he really should learn 
how to spell the 
word. 

Arts & Entertain¬ 
ment apologizes to 
anyone who might have 
read last week’s review of 
Girl Meets Girl and 
bought tickets to 
the show under 
false pretexts. We 
weren’t in on the hoax, and gave 
the piece the unintentionally 
ironic headline “Lesbian visibil¬ 
ity.” Look for Larsen’s own visi¬ 
bility to go down, like his credi¬ 
bility.

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Sam what am 

Sam Harris at Plush Room

I n what you might call a 
“stealth” engagement, Sam 
Harris blew into town for two 
late shows at the Plush Room last 
week. There was no publicist, and 
therefore no publicity, but this 
handsome, diminutive vocalist 
had no trouble winning over the 
audience. Dressed in pin-striped 
black slacks and a V-neck black T- 
shirt, Harris opened with “Reefer 
Man,” followed by a generous 
amount of stage patter on local 
news, his recent run in a Los An¬ 
geles production of Hair, and the 
show he did in Fresno immedi¬ 
ately before his San Francisco ar¬ 
rival. 

His songbook for the evening 
included a diverse selection of 
show tunes, Top 40 hits, and 
cabaret classics. But aided by his 
versatile pianist, Todd Schroeder, 
Harris took a spectacular and un¬ 
scheduled detour into the blues 
that left the audience shouting its 
approval. Harris usually invests 
his numbers with the kind of 
megawatt delivery that needs no 
amplification. But his tender ren¬ 
dering of ballads like “I Can’t 
Make You Love Me” and “Drink¬ 
ing Again” firmly established his 
versatility. 

During his show, Harris 
demonstrated the kind of uncon¬ 
scious physical gestures that could 
keep a therapist in business for 
years. He hugged himself fre¬ 
quently, kept lifting his T-shirt 
above his waist, revealing a gold 
navel ring, and wiped the back of 
his hand across his nose like a 
coke freak. What these idiosyn¬ 
crasies mean is anybody’s guess. 
Harris has taken a lot of flak for 
getting his show business start as a 
Star Search winner, and for stay¬ 
ing in the closet just a little too 
long, but there is no denying his 
talent. For his final encore, he de¬ 
livered a touching rendition of “In 
My Life” and actually managed to 
get the audience to sing along in a 
natural and thoroughly moving 
way. 

After a decade of albums, 
Broadway plays, and concerts, 
stardom remains elusive for Har¬ 
ris. But the small cadre of gay 


male admirers who made up the 
bulk of his audience last weekend 
hardly seemed to notice. Time 
and talent are on Harris’ side; it’s 
just a matter of waiting for the 
right opportunity to materialize. 
Someday we will fondly remem¬ 
ber when we could still hear Sam 
Harris in small venues with rea¬ 
sonable ticket prices. ▼

if oe Orton’s Loot remains a 
great piece of 1960s subver- 
itlP sive playwriting, with the 
most sacrosanct of icons getting 
skewered, pummeled, and gener¬ 
ally worked over. Motherhood is 
turned on its head — literally — 
while the government, the 
church, and marriage all share in 
this public spanking. It’s like 
Oscar Wilde in black leather. 

The feisty Berkeley-based 
Shotgun Players are current pre¬ 
senting Loot in the intimately 
claustrophobic LaVal’s Subter¬ 
ranean Theatre, and while it 
might seem like a good match, the 
play and its requirements are not 
fully within this production’s 
grasp. But even with these defi¬ 
ciencies, the essences of what 
makes Loot a classic contempo¬ 
rary farce can still be appreciated. 

The plot about a pair of bank 
robbers (Andy Alaban and Danny 
Wolohan) hiding their plunder in 
a coffin, while unceremoniously 
dumping the embalmed corpse 
into a cupboard, is really just a 
setup that lets Orton take aim at 
his various targets. That the de¬ 
ceased was the mother of one of 
the robbers and that her widowed 
husband (Greg Lucey) is now 
prey for an avaricious nurse 
(Renee Penegor) add fuel to 
Orton’s savagery, as does a police 
detective (Jonathan Gonzalez) 
who tramples on rights as if they 
were ants at a picnic. 



Time is on Sam Harris' side. 


As with any farce, timing and 
style are vital, and the polish to de¬ 
liver on these essentials is not al¬ 
ways visible in director Reid Davis’ 
fast-paced production. The per¬ 
formers all have moments when 
they make felicitous contact with 
the characters, connections that 
are not consistently maintained. 

Matters are not helped by the 
technical limitations of the LaVal 
space, which can undermine 
some of the most basic of the 
play’s visual gags. Even the cos¬ 
tumes lacked a proper finesse, 
with the hem falling from the 
nurse’s dress, a split bottom on 
the pants of the dead woman’s 
son, and white paint on the back 
of his accomplice’s suit. 

The production has some 
added blatant physical gestures to 
punch up the undercurrents of 
homosexuality that Orton pro¬ 
vided. But just because we can 
now have men kissing on stage 
doesn’t mean we should. Orton 
seems much more provocative 
when seen within the constraints 
of the time in which he lived. 

When the nurse observes to one 
of the boys that “even the sex you 
were born into isn’t safe from your 
marauding,” there is an oblique¬ 
ness that requires a careful ear to 
Catch the drift. But that’s part of the 
roguish fun of Joe Orton. T

Schneider hired Elton John and 
Tom Rice to write the songs for 
Disney’s first stage musical not 
based on an animated predeces¬ 
sor. Then known as Elaborate 
Lives, it opened in Atlanta in 1998, 
where a balky high-tech pyramid 
became a symbol for the artisti¬ 
cally confused retelling of the. 
Egyptian legend that had also 
once inspired Giuseppe Verdi. 

“When I looked at what was 
on stage, it wasn’t the show that 
we wanted,” Schumacher said. 
“Because of the way we had set up 
everyone’s deals, I could say, 
‘Thanks guys, I’m going to make 
a change.’ And I made a big 
change.” 

The show was shut down and 
most of the creative staff was let 
go as Schumacher pondered his 
options. To the surprise of many, 
he asked Robert Falls, the Chica¬ 
go-based director of such serious 
fare as the recent revival of Death 
of a Salesman, to take over as di¬ 
rector, who in turn brought in M. 
Butterfly playwright David Henry 
Hwang to provide the story with 
some more gravitas and yet still 
find a kind of happy ending to the 
tragic tale of a prince (Patrick 
Cassidy) who falls in love with a 
Nubian slave (the single-named 
Simone).

SF Butoh Festival at Theater Artaud

stance of [the] thing. I am seeking 
to become neutral on stage, more 
naked than naked. The young 
don’t know.” 

Saucer tale 

When asked what the Butoh 
form attempts to communicate, 
and how American audiences can 
“get” it, he says that what he has 
attempted to do, since 1979, is be¬ 
come a “UFO on stage.” He tells 
the story of seeing a UFO in 
Kyoto and how that changed 
everything in his life. But beyond 
that image, he feels that Butoh has 
something very profound to offer 
those who can “relax, [and] don’t 
seek meaning.” 

Like the UFO that you see but 
can’t identify, Kan says his theatre 
of images can take the same place 
in your life. Like ghosts, which 
may or may not be with us all the 
time, guiding us, art and creativi¬ 
ty may or may not be that same 
important force in our lives. We 
just don’t know. “Artists are 
shaman ... my dance of darkness 
is like a trigger to open your real¬ 
ity,” he says. “Art is a message from 
God.” 

San Francisco audiences will 
have a rare opportunity to sample 
many variations on Butoh. Vener¬ 
able artists will include Kan and 
Kei Takei, a legendary figure in the 
dance world who spent years in 
the US taking in modern dance, 
ballet and American experimental 
art, but came into her own voice 
through Japanese form, creating 
an epic of 31 parts called Light. 

Takei will perform an evening- 
length solo, The Absence of Izana- 
gi, in which she shares themes 
with the legends of Persephone 
and Orpheus, but is herself a 
modern woman, a major artist. 
According to the NY Times, Takei 


I nternational Butoh artist Kat- 
sura Kan was rehearsing with 
seven local dancers recently, 
asking the men to lie on their 
backs and use their bodies as per¬ 
cussion instruments. The dancers 
writhed and flopped like fish out 
of water, creating variations that 
were more painful-looking than 
percussive. Finally* after an ex¬ 
hausting five minutes of experi¬ 
mentation that drew grimaces 
and moans, he stopped them, and 
had one of the dancers demon¬ 
strate his choices. “This is sexual 
and weird,” he said, quietly. “This 
movement is most interesting.” 
And thus, the choreography was 
set. 

Butoh, the Japanese dance 
form invented during a period of 
great artistic energy and experi¬ 
mentation after World War II, is 
usually known for its white-paint¬ 
ed dancers, naked and contorted, 
creating images of despair and al¬ 
most monster-movie grotes- 
querie. Indeed, the founder of the 
form, Tatsume Hijikata, who died 
in 1986, wrote, “Butoh is the dead 
body standing straight up at the 


risk of life.” But he also said, “I use 
all my power to focus on my lost 
and wandering self.” 

Perhaps this essence is what 
has connected with San Francisco 
audiences. We do live, after all, in 
a land of lost and wandering 
selves. The San Francisco Butoh 
Festival, through August 5 at 
Theater Artaud, keeps growing 
bigger and more interesting year 
by year. 

Kan, who has been performing 
Butoh for over 20 years, smiles 
when he reports that he is called a 
“traditional Butoh artist” on this 
program, as he considers himself 
second generation, someone who 
has developed a different style 
based on a background in Noh 
theatre, martial arts, gymnastics 
and literature. In his serviceable 
English, he describes whom he 
considers the traditionalists: “First 
generation, no technique, stand 
on stage, standing on the edge, 
asking fundamental questions.” 

Still, he understands that to 
look at him on stage is to see the 
traditional Butoh ghoul. “Young 
generation refuse to paint white,” 
he says, “they think it’s corny. 
From my point of view, painting 
white shows the essence or sub-

is “uneasy, searching for some¬ 
thing that should exist [but] does¬ 
n’t exist.” 

On the other extreme, Butoh 
Festival organizer Brechin 
Flournoy has invited three up- 
and-coming groups to bring their 
“Japanese New Wave” energy onto 
the stage at Theater Artaud. 
Op.Eklekt, a performance art duo 
from Kyoto, will perform a satiri¬ 
cal piece that looks at Japanese 
culture, and comments on insti¬ 
tutions like the tea ceremony, the 
gift-giving tradition ( oseibo ), and 
tennis training. Nib roll is an 11- 
person multimedia art collective 
that will perform a 40-minute 
piece intercut with film called No 
Parking. Finally, Yan-Shu is a 
quartet of “Butoh-Pop” artists 
whose style is syncopated and hu¬ 
morous. 

On the bill with Katsura Kan 
on Friday, August 3, will be Diego 
Pinon from Mexico City, a theatre 
artist who arrived at Butoh after a 
career studying everything from 
ritual theater to Gestalt therapy. 


He travels the world teaching a 
form he calls “Butoh Mexicano, 
Ritual Dance.” 

A free performance at Ocean 
Beach will offer audiences a look 
at new work by local Butoh mas¬ 
ters Koichi and Hiroko Tamano, 
whose company, Harupin-Ha, has 
been influential in the Bay Area 
since 1987. In their work they aim 
at internal space, at what they call 
“reflections of the inner cosmos.” 
The Tamanos, a married couple, 
were commissioned by the festival 
to create a student performance. 
The piece will take place on Sat¬ 
urday, August 18, 2 p.m., Fulton 
Street at the Great Highway. 

A moderated discussion with 
the artists of the festival will be 
held Sunday, August 5 at 2 p.m. ▼

to implement them. “I am delight¬ 
ed to have the resources of the 
Walt Disney Company because it 
means that a project that I’m ex¬ 
cited about has a reasonable 
chance of getting seen,” he said. 
“I’m working with Tina Landau 
on something we asked her to cre¬ 
ate using the canon of Disney 
music. We went to Julie Taymor 
and said what about Pinocchio?'We 
went to Matthew Bourne and said 
what about The Little Mermaid? 
And that’s just the stuff that every¬ 
one knows we’re working on.” 

After Schumacher took Aida 
away from the original creative 


team and reassembled a new 
group he felt would better serve 
the score Elton John and Tim Rice 
had created, the new and im¬ 
proved Aida took another hit 
when New York Times reporter 
Alex Witchel saw Elton John leave 
in a huff 20 minutes into a pre¬ 
view performance in New York. 
She reported this public trans¬ 
gression in an acerbic article that 
still rankles Schumacher.

'Mary in the Hydrangea Bush' debuts

J oe Besecker, a busy gay play¬ 
wright on local stages be¬ 
tween 1984 and 1995, has re- 
emerged with a schizzy new play 
titled Mary in the Hydrangea Bush 
at the Yugen/Noh Space. It’s my 
first encounter with a Besecker 
work, and when not dipping into 
Gothic indulgences, Mary offers a 
sharply observed portrait of four 
characters dealing with their sex¬ 
uality. 

What sets off a series of morn¬ 
ing-after introspections is a four¬ 
way that enveloped a pair of mar¬ 
ried couples the night before. 
Besecker has created six “duets” 
that imagine how the various per¬ 
mutations of partners might deal 
with the guilt, exhilaration, fear, 
and uncertainty of sharing a bed 
with another couple. 

Each individual has his or her 
own take on the events of the 
night before, and with whom each 
individual is paired as they stum¬ 
ble into the living room the next 
morning creates yet another dy¬ 
namic. Some of it is predictable; 
the two men are much more up¬ 
tight than the two women about 
their shared intimacies. But 
Besecker can usually be counted 
on to deliver a fresh take on the 
situations he has created. 

One of the two women hap¬ 
pens to be a playwright, which 
leads to a Pirandellian conclusion 
that could have provided an in¬ 
triguing extra spin had Besecker 
not tried to add several other 
extra spins that interrupt what he 
has so carefully set up. 

It’s difficult to explain what 
this is about, but it has something 
to do with an oddball twin broth¬ 
er, an obsession with Edgar Allen 


Poe, and the death of a young 
woman under a hydrangea bush 
many years before. Incest and 
murder are suggested, heavy top¬ 
ics that threaten to capsize what 
should be the main exercise of the 
piece. 

Christopher Slater plays the 
strange brother with such hyper- 
creepy emoting that the audience 
didn’t know whether the perfor¬ 
mance was meant to be comic or 
serious. After a few nervous tit¬ 
ters, the group decided to err on 
the side of silence. 

But the other performers are 
able to find truer underpinnings 
that well capture both the humor 
and seriousness of their unsettled 


situations. Danielle Thys, Andi C. 
Trindle Walker, Ian Walker and 
Erik Kever Ryle all do fine work in 
a challenging progression of sce¬ 
narios. 

When director John Sowle is 
dealing with the various duets, his 
work, too, is strong, but he hasn’t 
found a way to deal with the 
creepy brother/dead Mary mys¬ 
tery that Besecker has bravely, 
bizarrely, and, I’m afraid, wrong- 
headedly provided. T

self-professed Disney-haters, and 
still they assign Alex to write the 
story on Aida. And who was as¬ 
signed to write the story on The 
Producers? Mel Brooks! What’s up 
with that?” 

But Schumacher also admitted 
that he chided John for decamp¬ 
ing over his unhappiness with an 
arrangement for one song. “It’s a 
bad thing to leave a preview, and I 
went to his hotel afterwards and 
told him it was damaging,” Schu¬ 
macher said. “It was a conflict, 
and we resolved it.” 

Schumacher has been good 
friends with John for nearly a 
decade, having worked with him 
first on both the screen and stage 
versions of The Lion King. He says 
being openly gay probably helped 
him create a bond with the de¬ 
manding singer-songwriter. “I 
think it was startling to Elton that 
I was so open, because he had his 
own image of Disney,” Schumach¬ 
er said. 

Moving pictures 

Schumacher also had an image 
of Disney when his friend Peter 
Schneider (who recently left the 
company) invited him to join the 
animation division in 1988. “I said 
to him, ‘I sense it’s a pretty con¬ 
servative place, and I won’t hold 
back.’ I’ve seen it change since I’ve 


been here.” 

It was important to Schu¬ 
macher when Disney added do¬ 
mestic-partner benefits in 1996, 
and he said that he probably 
would have left the company had 
that not happened. But while he 
lobbied for this change, he does¬ 
n’t feel obliged to add gay charac¬ 
ters or situations to any of the 
products over which he has con¬ 
trol. “I think that’s still a ways off,” 
he said. 

Schumacher, who is predicting 
one more “holy war” before gay 
people are accepted without no¬ 
tice in the media, is not at all sure 
a series like Showtime’s Queer as 
Folk is helping the cause. 

“Some people may find it titil¬ 
lating, but I don’t think your first 
major statement should be, ‘Now 
I’m going to commit a felony by 
having fantastically intimate sex 
with a high school student.’ It un¬ 
dermines all the work we do to 
represent ourselves as we really 
are, which is a diverse group of 
people operating side by side with 
everyone else. I’m just this side of 
appalled that GLAAD would 
honor that show and still never 
once give an award to In the Life.” 

Schumacher in fact was fea¬ 
tured in a segment of In the Life, 
the gay and lesbian newsmagazine 
that airs on PBS. Schumacher de¬ 
cided long ago that the best way 
for him to make his statements is 
to live openly as a gay man in so¬ 
cial and corporate situations 


where that is still an anomaly. 

“I bring Matthew to every¬ 
thing,” Schumacher said of 
Matthew White, a decorator and 
former ballet dancer who has 
been his partner for nearly 20 
years. “I’m going to have lunch 
today with Roy Disney, and there 
is no question that he will say, 
‘How’s Matthew?’ We haven’t 
ghettoized our lives.” 

Schumacher has obviously 
been lucky in love. He had his first 
boyfriend when he was still at 
Hillsdale High School in San 
Mateo. He also discovered his love 
of theater in those days. “The sin¬ 
gle greatest influence on my entire 
professional life was having sea¬ 
son tickets at ACT,” he said. “What 
William Ball was doing there in 
the ’70s was mind-blowing.” 

Now he is making theater on 
an arguably mind-blowing level, 
and it must sometimes seem like a 
dream for this theater-loving gay 
kid from the Peninsula. “The thing 
that I pinch myself over is when 
Matt and I leave on vacation in 
two weeks to this little house we’ve 
rented in Italy, and our friends will 
gather. When you can gather with 
people you love and say, ‘Look at 
us. We’re all still alive and kicking,’ 
that’s when I pinch myself.” T

I t’s June, 1965. The S.O.B.s 
(Sons of Britain), headed by 
Lord Wooley-Booley, are plan¬ 
ning to kidnap Queen Elizabeth II 
and replace her on the throne 
with the Duke of Windsor and his 
American divorcee Duchess. After 
all, it’s time for England to be 
ruled once again by a man. How 
else can she be saved from the 
decadence exemplified by The 
Beatles? 

Meanwhile, superagent 007, 
James Bond, is in a Swiss sanitar¬ 
ium, recovering from too many 
martinis, women, and missions. 
This is awkward, because Her 
Majesty will be awarding him the 
“Thanks, Awfully” Medal for his 
past services. She has indicated a 
strong desire to meet her most fa¬ 
mous spy, and will not be amused 


if he is not available on the as¬ 
signed date. 

What to do? Have Bond’s 
somewhat butch lesbian sister, 
Jane, impersonate him at the cer¬ 
emony. That’s the decision that 
his boss, Sir Niles Needlum, 
known as “N,” makes, assigning 
soon-to-retire agent 008, Cedric 
Pumpernickel, to handle the pro¬ 
ject. Fortunately, N’s assistant, the 
cool and lovely Miss Tuppenny, is 
on hand to take care of saving the 
Queen from the S.O.B.s, and does 
so without the help — or knowl¬ 
edge — of her smug boss. Miss 
Tuppenny heads up the Powder 
Puff Girls, cosmetic saleswomen 
by day, lipstick-lesbian secret 
agents by night. She knows what’s 
really going on and takes action. 

This is the hilarious premise of 
Mabel Maney’s laugh-out-loud 
novel, Kiss the Girls and Make 
them Spy (HarperEntertainment,

$13). The author of the 
well-received Nancy Clue 
and the Hardly Boys myster¬ 
ies, Maney here tackles Ian 
Fleming’s eternally popular 
series with dazzling results. 

Jane Bond works in a 
second-hand bookstore; 
has just been dumped by 
her beautiful blonde girl¬ 
friend, Astrid, who is 
threatening to take the 
house Jane inherited from 
her aunt; and is now liv¬ 
ing at The Flora Beaton 
Residential Hotel for Dis¬ 
tressed Gentlewomen. 

She hasn’t any money, 
drinks too much, and 
continues to fall in love 
with the wrong girl. She 
has not seen or heard 
from her older, famous 
brother in years. But, 
thanks to the money 
offered by closet-queen 
agent Pumpernickel, 
and artful seduction by 
a Powder Puff Girl, 

Jane finds herself in the middle of 
a most confusing situation. This 
confusion is only on Jane’s part. 
The reader is too busy laughing 
and wondering how all the differ¬ 
ent plotlines are going to come to¬ 
gether. But they do with subtlety, 
charm and wit. 

Plumbing riches 

Maney has a gift for creating 
characters with the deftness of the 
finest caricaturist, capturing the 
real person beneath the surface. 
Whether it is Miss Tessie Twigg, 
manager of the Flora Beaton; Ed- 



wina Piggott, the 
plump heiress to the Piggott 
Plumbing fortune, and now the 
naive wife of Lord Reginald Woo¬ 
ley-Booley; Simon Crispin, the 
gay owner of the bookstore em¬ 
ploying Jane; or poor agent 
Pumpernickel, whose specialty is 
Desk Accessories, the reader is im¬ 
pressed by each one’s individuali¬ 
ty. Bringing sympathy to satirical 
characters is not easy, but Maney 
does so with aplomb. 

Those of us who lived through 
the ’60s will attest to the way 
Maney recreates the decade, cap¬ 


turing its excitement 
and absurdities with a 
vivid humor that is 
never condescending, 
but often affectionate. 
Her dialogue is pointed 
and witty. Her descrip¬ 
tions set the stage for the 
reader’s imagination. She 
writes with breathtaking 
pace, yet never seems to 
be skimping. She also 
pokes fun at the techno¬ 
wizardry gizmos that were 
the hallmarks of the Bond 
novels and films. The mar¬ 
velous Powder Puff Girls 
use cosmetics in ways 
never imagined by Revlon 
« or Max Factor. 

Most importantly, she 
makes you care about Jane. 
You want her to get her life 
together — romantically 
and otherwise. You laugh 
with her but not at her, ex¬ 
cept when Jane laughs at 
herself. Somehow, and this is 
what raises the story beyond 
simple satire, Maney makes a 
real person out of Jane — makes 
her someone you want to spend 
time with, someone you like. 

Personally, I hope Agent 007 
never leaves that Swiss sanitari¬ 
um, so that Jane Bond can come 
to Her Majesty’s rescue again, 
guided, of course, by the glam¬ 
orous Miss Tuppenny and her re¬ 
markable, lovely, lesbian Powder 
Puff Girls. Among other things, 
Kiss the Girls and Make them Spy 
could initiate a renewed popular¬ 
ity for Hot Pink lipstick and 
Carnaby Street suits. ▼

Tricks of the Trade by Ben Tyler

hether your idea of the ul¬ 
timate summer break is 
sweating it out at Miami 
Beach, dodging dirty syringes 
under Santa Monica Pier, or float¬ 
ing aimlessly amidst the sea of 
neon bikini-ed men of Dolores 
Park, there’s a few recently pub¬ 
lished books that should complete 
your ensemble. 

Both are released by Kensington 
Books, an intrepid publishing im¬ 
print that has recently been siphon¬ 
ing the backldg of gay male fiction 
titles that probably had a difficult 
time finding a home at larger hous¬ 
es like Alyson or Grove Press. 

Fans of frothy, campy material 
will be pleased, as both books 
have lots of hilarious characters 
and provide breezy but comically 
entertaining plots that don’t strain 
the brain. 

The cover for Ben Tyler’s Tricks 
of the Trade screams Gay Sex right 
off bookstore shelves, and this sar¬ 
castic, queenly romp through Gay 
Hollywood certainly name-drops 
without batting an eyelash. They 
always say “write what you know,” 
and interestingly enough, Tyler is 
actually a pseudonym for a writer 
who currently works for a major 
family studio empire. Sounds like 
a Mickey Mouse operation to me. 

Tyler’s oeuvre follows Sterling 
Studios’ copywriter and West Hol¬ 
lywood human mattress Bart Cain, 



who attempts to thwart his homo- 
phobic boss “Scary Shari” Draper’s 
attempts to dethrone the gay pres¬ 
ident of motion-picture marketing. 

While on a break from being 
his company’s gay underdog, Bart 
surfs AOL and winds up romanc¬ 
ing hunky Rodrigo Dominguez 
(screen name “Rotoroot4U”), a 
struggling screenwriter/ bar¬ 
tender/ hustler who steals his 
heart. Hoping to shop Rod’s script 
“Blind as a Bat” to people in the 
“glitz biz,” Bart takes Rod to an A- 
list party hosted by immaculate 
television sitcom Dad Jim Fallon. 
Jim’s a “wholesome” Robert Reed 
kind of character whose career 
has recently been irreparably 
damaged by the discovery of a 
homemade S8cM porn video. He 
quickly steals Rod away, promis¬ 
ing to produce his script and hop¬ 
ing to overshadow the scandal of 
his exposed personal life. Hilari¬ 
ous nonstop cultural references 


and snappy dialogue right out of 
Will & Grace sweep this one right 
into the beach bag. 

True Grit 

Just as enticing and nutty, 
though a bit more tempered in 
the drama department, is William 
Jack Sibley’s debut Any Kind of 
Luck, an energetic frenzied take 
on boyfriends Clu and Chris, who 
relocate to “culturally eviscerated” 
Grit, Texas from Manhattan to 
tend to Clu’s ailing mother, Bettie 
Jean. She’s an accomplished Chi¬ 
huahua breeder and just one of 
the spicy, endearing characters 
who populate the story. 

Preston, the blond, muscle- 
bound son of Oveta Canfield, Grit’s 
resident busybody, tempts Chris 
with mind and body, and ends up 
making him lust after the Manhat¬ 
tan lifestyle he’s left behind. 

More than once, Sibley push¬ 
es the “We’re Here, We’re Queer” 
envelope in Clu’s reintegration 
with the local “backward hicks” a 
bit too heavily. 

Wildly funny at times, yet 
overplayed in others, both books 
try way too hard to squeeze origi¬ 
nality from the dry sponge of gay 
fiction, yet together still manage 
to produce some charming mate¬ 
rial. They’re not the stuff of rock¬ 
et science — or of Michael Cun¬ 
ningham, for that matter — but 
they intermingle nicely with sand 
and surf (or the J-Church train) 
and will certainly make you giddy, 
an emotion we could use a bit 
more of these days.

Full freedom-fighter

mumba’s liberation group, which 
is under constant threat from its 
own leaders — Joseph Kasa Vubu, 
who gives a grimly fawning 
speech for Belgian ears when he’s 
elected President; and military 
leader Joseph Mobutu, a key play¬ 
er in Lumumba’s death who 
would go on to become a world- 
class despot. Peck renders this bat¬ 
tle of wills with tremendous au¬ 
thority in schizoid scenes of the 
army attacking both white Bel¬ 
gian settlers and the black leader¬ 
ship; in quiet entries and exits of 
CIA and Belgian functionaries; 
and in increasingly ominous en¬ 
counters between Lumumba and 
his enemies, both Belgian and 
black African. 

Lumumba’s desperation is 
beautifully crystallized in a se¬ 
quence in which he attempts to 
stop small factions of marauding 
bandits from a rape-and-pillage 
campaign. Traveling by light 
plane, he attempts to land in 
Tshombe’s territory but is refused; 
when he demands that the pilot 
land anyway, the pilot balks, say¬ 
ing he’s received “other orders.” 
From here, Lumumba’s decline is 
precipitous and horrific. A mere 
two months after his ascension to 


office, he was murdered and mu¬ 
tilated, in January 1961, and the 
country was seized by “father- 
king” Mobutu, who would con¬ 
tinue amassing vast wealth and 
destroying his country until the 
late 1990s. 

Eriq Ebouaney (VAgression, 
Seventh Heaven ) powerfully em¬ 
bodies both the charisma and the 
limitations of Lumumba’s my-way- 
or-the-highway attitude. {Some 
commentators have assigned part 
of the blame for his demise to Lu¬ 
mumba’s uncompromising per¬ 
sonality.) Alex Descas’ incarnation 
of Mobutu is also chillingly effec¬ 
tive, a smiling mask of soft-spoken 
cooperation who murders a man 
and a nation without fanfare. In¬ 
evitably there are less-heralded vic¬ 
tims in such a story, among them 
Lumumba’s wife and family, who 
are marginalized in the film. Per¬ 
haps this simply reflects how it was 
with a man of Lumumba’s ambi¬ 
tions. At any rate, Peck’s interests, 
like Lumumba’s, lay elsewhere in 
this superior example of a difficult 
genre. ▼

■P he shadow of Henry Moore 
% (1898-1986) looms large 
jR over the history of 20th-cen¬ 
tury sculpture, both in his native 
England and worldwide. The Fine 
Arts Museums of San Francisco 
have mounted an exhibition orga¬ 
nized by the Dallas Museum of 
Art, the first major US retrospec¬ 
tive of his work in 20 years. Henry 
Moore: Sculpting the 20th Century 
runs through September 16 at the 
California Palace of the Legion of 
Honor, its only West Coast venue 
before it moves on to the Nation¬ 
al Gallery of Art in the fall. 

Moore’s early work was 
ridiculed by some critics during 
his first exhibitions in the early 
1930s. (“A monstrosity... of sculp¬ 
ture by Mr. Henry Moore, which 
surpassed in repulsiveness even 
that of [Jacob] Epstein,” wrote the 
Daily Mirror in April 1931 of his 
Leeds Reclining Figure.) But by the 
time of his death at age 88, Moore 
was one of the most revered citi¬ 
zens of the United Kingdom, 
widely praised by critics and pub¬ 
lic alike for his innovative (and 
sensuous, in a very non-British 
way) forms. So great was his fame 
that his work suffered from over- 


sembled in front of the barely no¬ 
ticeable body of a lynched Con¬ 
golese. The story proper extends 
this grim tableau with a creepy 
coda to its subject’s life, as the 
bodies of Lumumba and two of 
his allies are hacked to pieces and 
burned by two drunken Belgian 
soldiers under orders to leave no 
trace of the men. (It’s worth not¬ 
ing that one of these soldiers later 
went insane.) This daring ap¬ 
proach to structuring Lumumba’s 
rise and fall sets the tone for the 
whole film, which is more episod¬ 
ic than linear and flashes back¬ 
ward and forward with the same 
sense of urgency and chaos that 
marked the martyred leader’s 
brief life. 

Independence days 

Lumumba’s education and 
radicalization coincided with 
worldwide attempts to shake off 
colonial masters. Self-educated, 
he went from beer salesman 
(“Polar, the queen of beers!”) to 
political prisoner to Prime Minis¬ 
ter with breathless speed. The film 
tracks this progression in vivid vi¬ 
gnettes that show both Lumum¬ 
ba’s charisma, which created in¬ 
stant crowds and mobilized aver¬ 
age citizens to follow him in de¬ 
manding independence; and his 
tenuous position as the local po¬ 
lice and military, serving Belgian 
interests, jail and brutalize him. 

What’s most fascinating about 
the film is the dizzying series of 
maneuvers among the competing 
interests trying to take control of 
the ore-rich nation: other tribal 
groups like Moise Tshombe’s; a 
splintered military; the Belgians 
who can’t let go; the CIA and US 
government that want their part; 
the Soviets, who also smell profit; 
the UN, which quietly backs Bel¬ 
gium; and most tellingly, Lu- 


Moore’s early career is a textbook 
case of a talented young man who 
first copies others, and then cre¬ 
ates his own derivative forms, 
until his own distinctive style 
blossoms forth. The journey is 
a fascinating one in Moore’s 
case, and several rarely-seen 
early works show him being 
inspired by pre-Columbian 
sculpture (a 1930 Reclining 
Woman closely resembles a 
Toltec chacmool). A Mother 
and Child drawing from 
1924 echoes Picasso’s con¬ 
temporary neo-classical pe¬ 
riod, and other works on 
paper from the 1930s have 
much of the passionless- 
figures-in-a-generic-interi- 
or of Giorgio De Chirico 
about them. 

The Surrealist move¬ 
ment, in fact, dominates his 
forms, if not his subject 
matter, throughout the ’30s, 
and his work resonates with 
the best of Dali and Miro. 
Still, as early as the ’30s, 
Moore’s work pushes away 
from his Surrealist brethren 
toward abstraction. A flattened 
marble head ( Carving ) from 1936 
appears almost Cycladic, reflect¬ 
ing Moore’s study of primitive art

always make the best subjects for 
films. Credibly capturing the 
human drama against a backdrop 
of historical change is usually too 
daunting for all but the most 
dogged agitprop artist, hagiogra- 
pher, or Hollywood hack. And 
with a man like Lumumba, there’s 
always that pesky added problem 
of having to show Western audi¬ 
ences a squalid, thuggish past they 
would prefer not to acknowledge. 
Lumumba, like many a nationalist 
working to free his country from 
European and American colonial¬ 
ism, was murdered soon after be¬ 
coming Prime Minister of the for¬ 
mer Belgian Congo, now Zaire. 
While some of the details remain 
a little foggy, he was by all ac¬ 
counts another victim of the ever- 
industrious CIA in league with 
local reactionaries happy to dis¬ 
patch one of their own — along 
with their country — for person¬ 
al gain and in the name of anti¬ 
communism. 

Director Raoul Peck, educated 
in Haiti, Zaire, and France, has 
tackled Lumumba twice now — 
once in 1990 in a documentary, 
and now in a brisk, often riveting 
feature film that opens Friday at 
the Castro Theatre. Lumumba 
navigates with surprising success 
the dicey territory between idola¬ 
trous biography and whirlwind 
historical drama. While it would 
certainly help in terms of under¬ 
standing the players to read up on 
this complex history, it may be 
just as useful to sacrifice a few of 
the details and surrender to the 
power of the story. 

The credit sequence is a casu¬ 
ally unsettling panorama of his¬ 
torical photographs that recall 
Belgium’s 80-year rule of the 
Congo — white Belgians in plush 
digs and fancy duds being guard¬ 
ed by stiff, staring locals, or as- 


exposure in the many internation¬ 
al retrospectives held during the 
last years of his life, and posthu¬ 
mously. The organizers of this 
exhibition believe that the time 
is now right for a fresh look. 

Before you even enter the 
building, you succumb to the 
visual power of Moore’s 
large-scale bronze sculptures, 
several of which surround 
Rodin’s permanently in¬ 
stalled The Thinker in the 
outdoor atrium of the Le¬ 
gion. After you descend to 
the lower-floor exhibition 
(be warned: there is a $2 
“surcharge”), the long and 
thoughtful road that led 
Moore to the creation of such 
monoliths slowly reveals itself. 

A Yorkshire coal-miner’s son, 
the young artist was encouraged 
by his poor but literate parents to 
become a teacher, but Moore 
showed early promise as an artist, 
eventually pursuing local opportu¬ 
nities such as Miss Gostick’s Peas¬ 
ant Pottery Class and the Leeds 
School of Art, where he was the 
only sculpture student. Already a 
veteran of World War I at age 23, he 
landed a scholarship to the Sculp¬ 
ture School of London’s Royal Col¬ 
lege of Art. The rest is history.

L egendary political figures — 
not to say martyrs like 
Patrice Lumumba — don’t 
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view last week with world-cham¬ 
pion figure skater Katerina Witt. 
Witt, who won two Olympic gold 
medals and ranks as one of the 
most provocative female skaters 
ever, grew up in then-East Ger¬ 
many. After unification, it was re¬ 
vealed how many “valuable” citi¬ 
zens had been spied upon by the 
secret police. Witt’s files date back 
to the age of seven and include 
everything from what she ate 
while on tour to whom she bed¬ 
ded and how. Witt has petitioned 
the current government to seal 
the secret dossiers on her — a 
total of 35,000 pages. The court 
will rule sometime before sum¬ 
mer’s end. The press wants the 
records made public. 

ABC’s Elisabeth Vargas inter¬ 
viewed Witt, asking why she did¬ 
n’t want the records open. Witt, at 
times struggling against tears, 
tried to explain how the files were 
a terrible assault on her privacy. 
Vargas countered that if she had 
nothing to hide, it shouldn’t mat¬ 
ter if they became public. Witt, 
once known for her passionate 
outbursts, was amazingly con¬ 
trolled as she tried to explain how 
the secret police had used her 
friends and colleagues to garner 
information about her. But in the 
end she was unable to articulate 
what Americans simply never un¬ 
derstand in these days of Reality 
TV: Not everyone wants to parade 
their linen, dirty or otherwise, in 
front of the world. 

Graham crackers 

Finally, we must pay tribute to 
Katharine Graham, who died 10

days ago. Graham grew up in a 
rarefied world of privilege, but 
tragedy forced her into a different 
world. Her husband, publisher of 
the Washington Post, suffered 
from bipolar disorder before there 
were decent treatments, at a time 
when mental illness was spoken of 
only in whispers. He told her one 


afternoon he was going down¬ 
stairs for a bit and then blew his 
brains out in the powder room, 
leaving her with four children and 
the newspaper that had been in 
her family for generations. 

There were no women news 
moguls. Graham was the icono¬ 
clast. The Post had never been a 
good paper. Her decision to pub¬ 
lish the Pentagon Papers changed 
that. Her concomitant decision to 
investigate Watergate altered the 
course of American history. 

At one point during Watergate 
she asked her editor Ben Bradlee, 
“If this story is so good, why isn’t 
anyone else doing it?” The answer 
became self-evident. No one else 
had the kind of guts Katherine 
Graham had. 

Journalist Carl Bernstein told 
a story on Nightline last week. 
During Watergate, then-Attorney 
General John Mitchell told Bern¬ 
stein, “If Katie Graham prints this, 
you tell her she’ll find her tit in a 
wringer.” Bernstein went to 
Bradlee, who said, “Print every¬ 
thing except her tit.” The next day 
Graham asked Bernstein if there 
were any more messages from 
Mitchell about her tit. 

Graham died admired by all 
who knew her. At her memorial 
service, she was eulogized by 
those who loved her as well as 
those she had taken to task, like 
Henry Kissinger. Graham was 
tough, honest, professional and 
willing to take tremendous risks. 
Her guts changed journalism and 
American history. We will not see 
her journalistic like again. And 
aren’t we the worse for it. ▼

We 
were surprised that BB2 could be 
worse than its progenitor. 

The show has kept the bitchy 
Julie Chen with her shut-up-and- 
sit-down-you-pigs dominatrix 
style as hostess, no doubt in an ef¬ 
fort to compete with Anne Robin¬ 
son’s Weakest Link in the same 
time slot. We wouldn’t have 
thought it humanly possible for 
the new cast to be more boring 
than the last, and yet they are, de¬ 
spite having not one but two guys 
(Justin and Mike) with arrest 
records, a fact that slipped past 
the producers doing the vetting 
process but not the reporters at 
Access Hollywood. Justin got the ax 
first after “playfully” pulling a 
knife on another house member. 
The second guest to be kicked out 
was Autumn, maintaining the tra¬ 
dition of excising people of color 
post-haste. 

The only real change in the 
show is that now, instead of the 
viewers deciding by phone calls, 
the housemembers vote each 
other off. We appreciate saving the 
$.99 per call to vote off those we 
hated most, but that was the most 
interesting element of the show. 
Meanwhile, in a sucker-is-born- 
every-minute ploy, CBS is charg¬ 
ing online viewers who inexplica¬ 
bly want to watch the 24/7 web¬ 
cast a $9.95-per-month fee. We 
hope CBS execs aren’t expecting 
to start a 40IK with the proceeds. 
We’ll be surprised if they can keep 
the house chickens in feed. 

Thriller hype 

Fox’s much-touted reality 
show Murder in Small Town X de¬ 
buted this week to terrible ratings, 
despite the hype and the fact that 
the show is fairly engaging. The 
premise is Blair Witch Project 
meets Murder She Wrote. Contes¬ 
tants try to solve murders. Each 
week, two contestants go off to 
stake out separate sites. Only one 
returns. The first contestant to go 
(surprise, she’s black) said it was 
quite scary, even though it was a 
game. If you like thrillers, this is 
by far the best of the reality shows 
this summer. 

The Fox show has had the 
most dissing from critics for its 
hyper-realism, with many saying 
it goes too far. We found it far less 
disturbing than Fear Factor, and 
much less degrading for the con¬ 
testants than either FF or Weakest 
Link. 

If thrills and chills don’t turn 
you on, NBC premiered The 


Downer Channel this week, a kind 
of Laugh-In for the 21st century 
produced by smart-guy funny¬ 
man Steve Martin. Ratings 
sucked, but the show is quite 
amusing. Veteran comedians ap¬ 
pear in the sketches; the premiere 
featured Steve Wright, Terri Garr 
and Fred Willard, all heavyweights 
of comedy. Catch it quick, though 
— ratings may force it off before 
its time. 

The best come¬ 
dy/reality show of the 
summer remains You 
Don't Know Jack. 
Sight gags keep it 
fresh, and Paul 
Reubens’ hosting is 
consistently 
hilarious, 
proving one 
can have a 
comeback, so to speak, from pub¬ 
lic sex scandals. Does this mean a 
future in TV for Bill Clinton, Gary 
Condit, Newt Gingrich and — oh, 
the list is just too long. Our fa¬ 
vorite “Dis or Dat” segment last 
week: pairing exorcism and cir¬ 
cumcision. Brilliant. 

Speaking of guys who break 
free of their sexy pasts, we had to 
chuckle over Conan O'Briens reg¬ 
ular schtik of morphing two 
celebrities to see what their off¬ 
spring might look like.

Vintage bigotry 

Speaking of people acting like 
animals, one of the few reruns 
we’ve watched this summer was 
an episode of Oprah, who is de¬ 
voting Fridays to “vintage” Oprah, 
shows she’s aired over — can it re¬ 
ally be almost 20 years? This Fri¬ 
day was a town meeting she held 
in 1987 in Williamson, West Vir¬ 
ginia, population 5,600. A citizen 
of the town, Mike Cisco, had been 
literally run out of the public pool 
because he had AIDS. 

The show was startling (it re¬ 
peats tomorrow late-night; check 
listings). In 1987, AIDS had been 
in the news for just over five years. 
Misinformation abounded. Cisco, 
a gay man in his late 20s, told how 
local police had come to his sis¬ 
ter’s house and warned of immi¬ 
nent arrest if he didn’t curtail his 
behavior. Residents claimed he 
was going to salad bars and su¬ 
permarkets and spitting in the 
food. 

Residents spoke of their hatred 
and disgust of homosexuals and 
AIDS. Several men seemed on the 
verge of violence, while one 
woman, a neighbor of Cisco’s 
family, told of her fears that while 
she was pregnant he might 
scratch or bite her. And in the 
midst of this all-white sea of in¬ 
credible bigotry and hate stood 
Oprah, calmly asking where was 
their so-called Christian compas¬ 
sion, while also giving the facts 
about transmission. 

The show reminded us of how 
important Oprah has been in ad¬ 
dressing serious social issues, and 
how compelling is her ability to 
reach across race, class and other 
barriers. The show also was an 
important historical document.

F rom Fort Lauderdale to San 
Francisco (with a pit stop in 
Denver), the leather com¬ 
munity celebrated its lifestyle in 
blazing glory last weekend.

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Spanish fly

B arcelona Bound, a new 
video from Studio 2000, 
was causing a feeding fren¬ 
zy at the video store, where peo¬ 
ple were putting their names on a 
reservation list so they could get 
their hands on it. Since I prefer to 
be in the know, I quickly acquired 
a copy, although I was skeptical. 
I’ve been none too keen about the 
recent popularity of European 
porn. I get worked up over the 
German boys you see in Cazzo 
Films, but the boys in those Czech 
and Hungarian things are rarely 
more than beautiful robots. Still, 
one does expect a certain caliente 
from Spanish boys. And the guys 
in Barcelona Bound made me 
jump out of my toreador pants. 
(You heard right. Martha Stewart 
told me to spice up my porn view¬ 
ing with simple accoutrements I 
could find right in my home. For 
instance, when watching those 
hunkering Hungarians, put some 
paprika in the lube!) 

Maybe I should have kept 
my toreador pants on. The 
first three scenes of 
Barcelona Bound almost 
exactly duplicated those 
Czech movies, particu¬ 
larly several by Jan 
Novak, which curiously 
were also released by Stu¬ 
dio 2000. 

There’s way 
too much 
introducto¬ 
ry material, too much touristy stuff 
— in this one, you feed the pigeons 
in the plaza -There’s stupid dia¬ 
logue, delivered in woodenly acted 
voiceovers, and worst of all, there 
isn’t any sex for eight interminable 
minutes. And when it starts, so 
does the movie’s single piece of 
pseudo-Spanish muzak, which 
plays nonstop for 90 minutes. Hol¬ 
iday in Spain, my ass. It’s Chinese 
water torture on the soundtrack! 

Still, the boys grow more im¬ 
pressive in each succeeding scene. 
In the first one, a massive con¬ 
struction worker is fucked by a 
priest. The former is a stunningly 


muscled Kristen Bjorn type, with 
a panoramic chest, and tits that 
positively spring off the tips of it. 
He doesn’t remove his yellow safe¬ 
ty helmet when giving head, 
and to get closer to his 
supplicant, the priest 
thoughtfully turns 
the brim to the back. 
, Then there’s a 
threeway at the wine 
merchant’s shop. The 
guys have thrilling bon¬ 
ers, and 
enter 
them into 
a poten¬ 
tially hair-raising fuck. But they 
comport themselves like show¬ 
room dummies, re-arranging 
themselves at precise intervals iri 
a series of revealing yet lifeless 
tableau. 

There’s a scene with a matador, 
followed by one that matches a 
sailor with a street performer. The 
Michelin Guide gives their high¬ 
est rating to these guys and the 
boners they sport. I’m beginning 
to wonder if these men are a rep¬ 
resentative sampling of Spaniards 
— could they all be hung like 
Puerto Ricans? I think this may be 
so. My friend Juan has a big penis, 


and he’s from Madrid. Still, it 
doesn’t matter somehow, because 
the movie’s so airless. The relent¬ 
less and inappropriate music, the 
plodding filmcraft, the editing 
that jumps rudely to sex acts one, 
two, and three, instead of expand¬ 
ing through a continuity of sexu¬ 
ality — all these are distancing. 
It’s not the boys; they’re fine. It’s 
the direction of the once-es- 
timable John Travis, who here 
seems to be imitating Jan Novak, 
his doppelganger in the company’s 
Czech division. 

Even so, the video gets better as 
it progresses. And suddenly, in the 
Big Finale, featuring the two top¬ 
billed performers, we stumble 
v upon Art and Passion and Fire¬ 
works! Two dark-haired beauties 
devour each other’s improbably 
long dongs with gusto, and fuck 
like it’s the end of the world, and 
the director relays it organically, 
with trust. So although the going 
was disappointing at first, the last 
scene’s a big ole. I’ll spare you any 
further Spanish cliches, only ven¬ 
turing to say of these boys that 
they’re so easily assimilated. T

P retty much everything I do is 
queer, whatever my outward ap¬ 
pearance says (and I’m not sure 
what it might say other than that I’m a 
.. middle-aged^ white, more-or-less mid- 
' dle-dass gay male who wears glasses 
and resists stuffed shirts). I’m always 
poking my nose into places that most 
responsible grown-ups avoid. 

This Friday, August 3,1 intend to 
poke my nose into Balazo / Mission 
Badlands for the opening reception of 
“Shots in the Dark,” an exhibition fea¬ 
turing the work of six local rock-music 
photographers — Daesha Friedman, 
Gabriella Marks, Jasmine J. Jopling, 
Neil Motteram, Virgil Porter, and 
Debra Arlene Zeller — and the bands 
they love. It won’t be a queer opening 
in the “I am an edgy art fag” sense, but 
if it rocks, and it’s bent away from the 
mainstream, as far as I’m concerned, 
it’s queer. Some bands are more bent 
than others — Rufus Wainwright, for 
instance — but any group that defies 
being straightjacketed qualifies for in¬ 
clusion in the queer tribe, at least as 
special guests. 

Rock music, when it’s good, galva¬ 
nizes audiences in a way no other 
music can or does. It delivers a primal 
energy rush, a releasing of Dionysian 
passions; while Mozart, Bach, and 
Brahms are good companions for 
sober, quiet times, for truly empower¬ 
ing music, one wants to be up close to 
the mosh pit when the heat is on, the 
bodies are fluid, and the music makes 
people want to be dolphins swimming 
in a sea of hands. 

I’m not necessarily a fan of all the 
bands being photographically por¬ 
trayed in “Shots in the Dark” — 
AC/DShe, Arab on Radar, Calexico, 
The Cure, Janes Addiction, The Lo¬ 
cust, Melvins, The Misfits, Mos Def, 
Nishi Hihon, Primal Scream, Dee Dee 
Ramone, Shipping News, Rufus, et. al. 
— but that’s beside the point. In this 
case, it’s the look and feel of the band 
and their audiences that counts, not 
necessarily their music.V

Chambermaid 
in Wonderland 

Bunuel films out on DVD

jPl| espite his godlike status as 
|| j| one of cinema’s great artists 
and rebels, Luis Bunuel has 
only recently arrived on DVD. 
Criterion has just released two of 
his features, one in the high mid¬ 
dle ground of his achievement 
(Diary of a Chambermaid ), the 
other an Oscar-winner that many 
feel is his greatest film ( Discreet 
Charm of the Bourgeoisie). There’s 
also a DVD of the 1928 French 
version of The Fall of the House of 
Usher, on which Bunuel served 
briefly as assistant director. Since 
he walked out during production, 
authorship has rightly been as¬ 
signed to its main director, Jean 
Epstein. 

The appearance of Diary of a 
Chambermaid between two of 
Bunuel’s more avant-garde works, 
The Exterminating Angel (1962) 
and Simon of the Desert (1965), 
must have surprised both his de¬ 
tractors, who condemned his 
dizzying combination of absurdist 
humor, eroticism, anticlericalism, 
and social critique, and his fans, 
who loved him for these same 
qualities. Unlike these bracketing 
films, Diary is a relatively straight¬ 
forward narrative based on a clas¬ 
sically structured turn-of-the- 
century novel by Octave Mirbeau, 
of Torture Garden fame. It recalls 
some of Bunuel’s more heavily 
plotted melodramas of the early- 
’50s Mexican period — A Woman 
Without Love, El Bruto, etc. Still, 
it’s unmistakably, satisfyingly 
Bunuelian under its polished nar¬ 
rative, conventionally credible 
characters, and realistic backdrop 
of the French countryside. 

Celestine-(Jeanne Moreau) is a 
worldly domestic from Paris hired 
to work #t an estate in provincial 
France in the 1930s. That all’s not 
quite right in the country is 
quickly evident when the driver 
who transports her, Joseph 
(Georges Geret), makes suggestive 
remarks, which, typical of Bunuel 
women, she takes note of without 
being, obviously offended. Her 
employers, seemingly standard- 
issue bourgeoisie on the surface, 
soon present to her a startling 
array of curious behaviors. 

The mistress of the house, 
Madame Monteil (Fran<;oise Lu- 
gagne), is far more interested in 


the museum-quality objets d’art in 
her house than in her horny hus¬ 
band. When she isn’t polishing her 
urns, she’s busy conducting inex¬ 
plicable chemistry experiments 
that at least one reviewer inter¬ 
preted as some kind of douche kit 
to prevent her husband from 
being attracted to her. Monsieur 
Monteil (Michel Piccoli) spends 
most his time knocking up servant 
girls, a plan he immediately tries 
with the indifferent C61estine. 
After grilling the newcomer (“Do 
you break things? Do you keep 
clean?”), Madame Monteil advis¬ 
es her to accede to the “whims” of 
her aged father, Monsieur Rabour 
(Jean Ozenne). “Whimsical”is one 
word for this comic old pervert, 
who goes from admiring a butter¬ 
fly to blasting it with a shotgun in 
a startling early scene. He’s also an 
unrepentant fetishist, luring Celes- 
tine to strut through his room in 
dominatrix boots while he drools 
over her calves. 

Grotesqueries galore 

Part of the film’s story is Celes- 
tine’s adaptation to this decadent 
world, but there’s much more 
going on than the gallery of 
grotesques suggests. Diary posits 
her as a threat to the insularity of 
the Monteils and their vapid way 
of life, a threat Moreau coolly 
limns in one of her most nuanced, 
restrained performances. But the 
film also suggests that she may be 
a climber, strategizing on how 
best to move from maid to mis¬ 
tress. She resists, indeed triumphs 
over, every assault on her, which 
in the case of Monsieur Rabour 
takes the form of an overt attempt 
to strip away her very identity: 
“I’ll call you Marie,” he says. “I’ve 
called all my chambermaids 
Marie. It’s a habit of mine. And 
not one I think I can break.” 
Celestine can also be read as a 
more complex and modernized 
version of Susana, the title char¬ 
acter of Bunuel’s 1950 melodrama 
about another, more obviously 
perverse interloper from the lower 
classes to the upper. 

Diary kicks into high gear with 
a disturbing sequence, the rape 
and murder of a little girl whom 
Celestine has befriended. This 
event has the grim atmosphere of 
a fairy tale, specifically Little Red 
Riding Hood, with the girl dressed 
in a hooded coat, gathering mush¬ 



rooms in the woods. It also occa¬ 
sions some powerfully weird im¬ 
agery, particularly a shot of a snail 
crawling over the dead girl’s body 
as she lies in the forest. Celestine 
suspects Joseph, the family’s dri¬ 
ver, who turns out to be a com¬ 
mitted Fascist. Her courting of 
Joseph in order to trap him into 
confessing is one of Diary's most 
unsettling elements, as Bunuel 
keeps the viewer constantly guess¬ 
ing about her motives, with the 
suggestion that she may in fact be 
attracted to this butcher. 

Bunuel’s anticlerical strain is 
happily evident here as a minor 
motif in the form of a clueless 
priest, played by co-screenwriter 
Jean-Claude Carriere, who yells 
“Goddammit!” and lectures 
Madame Montiel on the sinful¬ 
ness of enjoying sex. The direc¬ 
tor’s anti-Fascist impulses are also 
given play. He changed the time of 
the novel from the early 20th-cen¬ 
tury to the ’30s to show that the 
combination of bourgeois absur¬ 
dity and dark human nature (as 
incarnated in the loathsome 
Joseph) provides fertile ground 
for the growth of Fascism. Despite 
such serious elements — which 
are buttressed by the film’s clean, 
crisp, always believable atmos¬ 
phere — there’s plenty of black 
humor throughout. The playful 
Bunuel even gets a brief personal 
revenge on the French police chief 
who censored Un Chien Andalou 
years earlier when Joseph, wit¬ 
nessing a Fascist parade, repeated¬ 
ly screams that censor’s name. 

While neither as ambitious nor 
as absurdist as some of his more 
acclaimed films, Diary is still a 
worthy entry in the Bunuel canon, 
particularly in the DVD’s pristine 
widescreen (Franscope) transfer. 
The black-and-white imagery 
shimmers on the screen in this 
digitally restored print. Included 
are a video interview with fre¬ 
quent Bunuel collaborator Jean- 
Claude Carriere; the transcript of 
a late-’70s interview with the di¬ 
rector; the original theatrical trail¬ 
er, narrated by Jeanne Cocteau; 
and improved English subtitles. T

at the British Museum, but there 
are bits of Brancusi and Ben 
Nicholson present as well. 

Moore’s signature big-bodied, 
small-headed figures evolve in the 
1940s, alongside the works which 
propelled him into the public 
consciousness, the Shelter draw¬ 
ings. During World War II, Lon¬ 
doners gathered in tube stations 
as safe spaces during blackouts 
and the Blitz, and Moore was pre¬ 
sent to record the grim scenes as 
an “official war artist.”'Rows of 
sleeping civilians huddle together 
in dim subway light, awaiting the 
all-clear. In the creepy artificial il¬ 
lumination of his chalk drawings, 
the figures appear less like human 
beings than the plaster casts of 
corpses in Pompeii. That is the 


most interesting aspect of Moore’s 
drawings: the figures always ap¬ 
pear to be statues, not human be¬ 
ings. Whether drawing toward 
sculpture or drawing from life, 
Moore was always first and fore¬ 
most a sculptor. 

A life-long Leftist, carrying on 
the Labor tradition of his coal¬ 
mining family, Moore was vocally 
anti-Franco, although he visited 
Spain only once, shortly before 
the Civil War. Several works of art 
reflect his Republican leanings, 
and the eerie bronze Helmet 
Heads beginning in 1939, and 
continuing for a decade, are 
among the strongest and least 
well-known works in the exhibi¬ 
tion. They presage his internal-ex¬ 
ternal forms of the 1950s, which 
wrap around each other like a 
head in a helmet. 

It is a pleasure to observe the 
artist in a more relaxed mode as 


he enters his sunset years. There is 
a whimsical elephant drawing 
from 1977, and a double view of 
his own feet from 1979. But he has 
not lost the touch. Even in later 
life, Moore’s work stays on the 
high plateau which it had reached 
by mid-century. Virtually every 
sculpture and drawing in the ex¬ 
hibition is derived from the 
human figure. But the stacked 
totems of the 1950s, and the later, 
sensuous arches (for example, the 
superb Arch Form of 1970) ex¬ 
trapolate human shapes to such 
an extent that only the essence is 
present, and these are his most in¬ 
spiring works. T
